blamed  the  Chinese  authorities  of 
Shantung  for  the  operations  of 
the  bandits.

General  Yuhi  and  his  chief  of  staff, 
Oenersl  Htkita,  admitted  that  the 
bandits  had  been  active  in  Shantung 
during  tho  occupation  of  thO'  terrl« 
tory  by  Japaneae,  making  thalr  haad« 
quarters  at  Laoshan,  Liang  and 
Huaylng.  The  only  actual  outrage 
perpetqpted  by  the  bandits,  thsy  said, 
occurred  noine  months  ago.  When  they 
kidnapped  a  Tnlnan  nitlUoagtra  With- 

la  the  leaaed  territory. 


The  Japanese  were  appealed  to  In 
this  case,  said  General  Yuhi,  and  se- 
cured the  release  of  the  Tslnan  man. 
General  Yuhi  declared  that  the  Jap- 
anese had  understaod  recently  that 
the  ghaatuag  aathorltiea  ware  aago- 
tlatlag  witfe  tha  btatMs  idtli'^a  viaw 
of  Incorporating  thaai  Into  tha  na- 
tional army.

So  that  the  public  may  have  a  clear 
idea  of  the  litnatkMi  it  ahoald  be 
pointed  OOt  that  every  land  tax  since 
the  city  began  to  provide  against 
debt,  has  contained  a  pcrc«nUg«  of 
gepcral  sinking  funds.  These  taxes 
have  never  been  paid  in  full^  This 
means  that  each  year  there  haa 
a  linking  fund  shortage.  Years  ago, 
when  sinking  funds  first  began  to  be 
act  aside,  the  tax  rcqttircaieBta  were 
snriMl  and  the  annual  leries  were 
more  fully  paid  up  than  at  present. 
The  city  officials  then  devised  the 
viriac  practice  of  making  good  the 
•  inking  fund  shortage  from  some 
other  source.  Later  the  dty  sUrted 
Local  Improveoaent  work  and  a 
Lotal  Improvement  sinking  fund  ae- 
cotint  was  opened  with  a  repetitiou 
of  what  took  place  in  the  case  of  the 
general  "iiiikitiK  fund  account, 
shortages  from  non-payment  of  tasea 
in  eaeb  mtt  ware  eovarad  from  other 
receipts. 

In  the  courK  of  time  it  developed 
that  the  amounts  uccesiary  to  nain- 
tain  the  Local  Improvcfment  sinkinft 
fund  were  considerably  greater  than 
those  for  the  general  sinking  fund 
because  property  owners  at  an  early 
date  began  to  default  in  their  (<ocal 
Improvement  payments.  A  period 
came  when  it  was  impossible  a»> 
longer  to  maintain  both  accounts, 
because  of  the  notorious  non-payment 
of  taxaa  whieh  followed  the  boom 
in  real  estate  and  the  outbreak  of 
the  war  with  a  consequent  depres- 
■ioa  in  btiaiaess  conditions.  The 
officials  seem  to  huve  been  of  the 
opinion  that  if  all  receipts  on  ac- 
count of  sinking  funda  were  dc< 
poailcd  in  the  bank  it  was  not  im- 
portant that  a  regular  segregation 
should  be  made  of  the  amounts,  and 
they  decided  that  as  tlir  Local  Im- 
provement sinkiUg  funds  were  hope- 
lesaly  ahortr  thtor^WduM  contfnu*  to 
maintain  the  general  sinking  fund  in- 
tact from  gross  einking  fund  receipts 
and  let  the  Local  Improvement  fmid 
bear  the  entire  aho^tage.  Provision 
waa  made  for  refisnding  the  Local 
Improvement  ten-year  bonds,  as  tbey 
matured,  with  twenty-year  securities. 

This  is  the  stage  to  which  matters 
had  reached  when  the  municipal  clec- 
tioofl  came  on  a  year  ago  and  Mr.

It  is  ti>c  one 
solalkuli  .which  relieves  manbnd  of 
deopair.  It  has  its  own  remedies  for 
human  ills  and  ii>  own  methods  of 
appli«a(HI«fl«  tor  It  rducaica  the  heart, 
fosters  an  .it'ic  c  of  ntind  wliu  h  has 
hope  and  uuU  as  the  basis  of  its 
promise,  aiild,  'ha  well,  it  implants 
and  develops  a  moral  sense  which  ia 
the  touchstone  of  all  individual  ac- 
tion and  policy. 

There  is  no  greater  benefit  that 
religion  i>cstows  than  Peate  of 
Mind.  "Peace  I  leave  with  you,  My 
peace  I  give  unto  you;  not  as  the 
world  givcth,  give  T  unl^,  ;^oil.  Let 
not  your  heart  be  trotiUid,  hieitber 
let  it  be'  afraid."  There  i<  the  final- 
ity of  the  faith  that  cmi  M^e  mouii- 
Uiui  in  this  measage  of  the  Saviour's. 
Thara  ii'  tha  patiaaca  Im^Uad,  wfiich 

is  the  encouragement  to  all  to  settle 
down  to  continuous  eflort.  Jt  is  tlie* 
Peadt  al  Mind  which  is  the  very 
antithesis  of  the  undisciplined  and 
ineffective  zeal  of  men  who  recom- 
mend new  methods,  new  organisa- 
tion, new  theology,  and  new  forms 
of  revival  It  is  the  antidote  to  the 
langttage  of  exagferattoa  which  be- 
trays fear  instead  of  faith,  strife  in- 
stead of  Itllofrabip.  If  we  go  back 
into  history  and  read  of  the  first 
eonviTta  to  the  Christian  faith  what 
atrfltta  «a  moat  in  the  expression  of 
nbat  faith 'ia  tfen  realixation  that  those 
who  embraced  it  fait  that  they  had 
been  brought  out  of  bondage  into 
glorious  liberty.

Tha  revela- 
tion of  Rea}  Religion  hrfifilb  aot 
self  condemnation,  whieh  is  man's 
worst  doom,  for  the  secret  of  Christ 
is  the  secret  of  the  aims  which  we 
ourselves  should  seek  to  emulate.  It 
is  not  a  trite  saying  that  a  man  can- 
not know  himself  until  he  sees  clearly 
what  he  ought  to  be,  and  what  he 
can  be  in  human  form  by  faith  in  a 
Divine  Pera^ality.  He  can  attain 
in  that  way  to  what  all  are  striving 
fur  and  that  is  Peace  of  Miud.  Tiiat 
is  thd  comforting  power  which  lies 
at  the  basis  of  our  conception  of  per- 
sonality. "The  fruit  of  righteousness 
is  sown  in  paaea  oi  them  that  make 
peace,"  and  that  is  "the  peace  of 
God,  whieh  passeth  all  understand- 
ing." It  ia  tha  witness  to  the  triumph 
of  truth,  purity  and  moral  beauty.  It 
is  the  revelation  of  the  true  w#rth  of 
human  life.

Aiaarnnn  Androe  said  thSt  bo 
thoasat:  the  Taxpa^er^  FrateeUvo 
Aaooelatlon  ooali  ie  a  let  eC  feo4  la 
the  ooinmvBlty,  'aad  wmil4  bo  a  great 

help  to  membeni  of  the  Council,  who 
could  feel  that  In  doing  right  they 
had  the  backing  and  support  of  such 
an  orcanlsatlon  as  this.  It  would 
atrongthen  the  handa  of  civic  otnclala 
and  woald  bo  of  direct  t>«neflt  to  the 
city,  bo  claimed. 

He  eonaldored  that  bo  oould  have 
done  a  lot  bettor  If  bo  bad  fott  tbat 
be  bad  the  ba<ili«ay  el  sewo  oueb  an 
taSaeatkCi  nrgaaiaiUfii  bobind  biai. 
Ho  roforrod  to  the  Incident  of  the 
fits  Oboqno  wbloh  had  l>een  paid  to 
IPollce  roinnilsnioner  Staaelund  aj<  ex- 
penses for  a  trip  to  New  York  after 
the  City  Council  had  refused  to  aanc- 
tlon  the  laaulng  of  such  money.  "I 
may  not  have  boon  right  In  tbia,  but 
I  felt  tbat  tbo  principle  tnvohrod  In 
tbe  traaaaetloa  waa  wrong.  I  mlgbt 
have  bfoa  wMag  a  lot  aRere 
lis*  that  the  Atoparew  dM 
kaew  fi;'*  AMeaftoan  Andros  saM. 

,Tm  flM)^  CBtjr  Ooandl 
Mr.  Keitb  Wllaoa,  a  proaUaeat 
Bteaabor  of  the  organlaatloa.  aaM 
that  bo  wanted  to  remove  the  Imprea* 
■Ion  that  some  had  gained  that  tbe 
aaooelatlon  was  antagoniatlo  to  the 
alderman.  How  lan  we  be,  becauae 
the  aldermen  have  not  yet  been 
elected.  Wa  hopa  that  this  taxpay- 
ers' body  will  become  sort  of  an  ad- 
vlaory  board  to  the  Council  and  will 
help  to  carry  on  the  bualneaa  of  tbe 
city  In  a  baelaoaalUio  faahlea.

The  meeting  autborloed  the  oxeeu> 
live  oottaeU  to  appoint  a  oommtttee, 
whl4di  vfll  abtala  aufloleat  neaer  to 
cirealartaa  all  taspajrera  la  tbe  eltjr 
br  aun  and  aak  theaa  to  Join  the 
organisation.  All  candidates  for 
municipal  office  will  be  aaked  to  In- 
dicate their  attitude  towards  the 
nine  objectives  of  the  aaooelatlon, 
'bene  to  be  forwarded  to  Mr.  C.  T. 
Croaa.   but   the  oommunloatlona  will 

not  bo  opened  until  after  eiefilon 
day.  nest  Wedneadsy. 

There  waa  aviu  a  dlaeaaaloa  wheth- 
er tbo  aaswora  wbloh  tbo  varloue 
eandidatoe  for  maalelpal  ofltoos  give 
tfi  the  ..Vaaqpagrora'  Aaaoclatlon  should 
be  publlehed  In  the  preaa.  The  gath- 
ering decided  on  the  contrary,  hold- 
ing that  the  purpose  of  the  queetlona 
was  to  And  out  the  stand  which  the 
candidates  take  on  certain  funda- 
menui  municipal  matters  and  then 
see  If  they  oarry  o«t  thair  premises 
when  they  reeetva  the  eadevaaUon 
ef  the  voters.

The  organisation  decided  to  make 
a  vigoroaa  effort  to  eeeare  between 
3.000  a^  4.0ts  aianasasba  ta  •  the 
e  aasodaUon  will 
«  to  I  the  City  Council  at  tbo 
Ume  whoa  the  estimates  are  under 
consideration,  asMng  that  It  InaU- 
tute  the  Btrlctent  economy  and  make 
an  earnest  effort  to  reduce  municipal 
expenditure.  It  was  atated  that  the 
Increase  In  expenses  of  tbe  various 
city  departments  b^twoon  the  years 
i»i8  and  itu  waa  I7II.S11.  aa 
amount  wblcb  the  meoUag  eeaeld- 
erod  waa  altogether  » 
and  unnecessary. 

Mr.  C.  T.  Cross,  the  chairman,  re- 
ferred to  the  Mayor's  circular  In 
which  it  waa  stated,  "that  all  our 
difTlcultlea  will  be  solved  and  all 
taxation  will  be  done  away  with."  It 
further  reuda  that  "the  elty  lo  going 
to  have  a  financial  root  and  tbe  City 
Hall  oflloos  have  been  traaaCormed." 
Mr.  Croas  wont  on,  suggesting  that  If 
the  eltlMbs  were  going  to  have  all 
these  things  thnt  the  meeting  had 
better  adjourn  lipoausc  there  would 
be  nothlns  very  niui  h  to  do.  '  But."

Aid.  Andros.  who  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  for  five  yoara.  Is 
a  former  chairman  of  the  Flnaaee 
Committee  under  the  Porter  adaUa> 
IstraUea.  and  thIa  year  he  waa  the 
leading  critic  of  the  Marchant 
policies.  Although  defeated  at  the 
last  general  election,  he  wan  returned 
at  the  by-election  held  in  h'ebruary  to 
nil  the  vacancy  created  by  ex-AJd. 
Arthur  Llneham's  retirement. 


Three  former  members  of  the 
Council  who  are  candidates  this 
year  are  ex-Alderman  rjaorga  Sang- 
ster,  W.  F.  Fullerton  and  W.  J.  Sar- 
gent, the  latter  aeehlaa  the  aae-ysar 
terra. 

Mr.  Songster  was  a  demlaaat  Sgure 
la  tbe  Counell  under  Mayer  Porter, 
belag  ehalraaaa  ef-  the  Streeta  Oom- 
mtttee, which  then  comprised  the 
whole  Council.  He  took  a  leading 
part  In  all  Council  ik  tivitl«>)<,  Iiu  UkI 
Ing  negotiations  with  the  Ii.  c.  Klec- 
trlc  for  the  six-cent  fare  and  the 
varioua  parties  involved  In  the  John- 
aon  Street  Hridgo  projeet.  His  de- 
feat In  1821  elecUon  wae  one  of  the 
aurprlaee  ef  a  eontsat  whleh  upset 
almost  ereryeae'e  ealealatleaa. 

Mr.  Barseat'e  retam  ta  the  Cennctl 
at  tbe  last  election  waa  also  pre- 
vented by  tbe  narrowest  of  margina. 
In  spite  of  the  fact  that  for  years  he 
waa  one  of  the  most  powerful  mem- 
bers of  the  board.  He  was  chairnian 
of  the  Finance  Committee  when  the 
principal  schemes  for  alleviating  de- 
linquent taxpayers  Were  brotigbt  Into 
force  and  alao  headed  tbe  X^eglalaUve 
ComaUttae  far  aeveral  tanaa. 

Mr.  Pallartoa'e  alateea  years  of 
aerviee  on  the  Council  are  in  them- 
aelves  testimony  to  hla  aldermanic 
activity.  In  recent  years  he  headed 
the  FMre  Wardens  and  I4ght  Com- 
mittees and  durInK  his  service  on  the 
Council  Wf.rkfd  Btoadily  for  the  en- 
couragenieiit  of  Induatriea  here. 

Of  the  six  other  candidates  Messrs. 
John  Day.  Walter  Inward.  Christian 
Stvertx  and  J.  A.  "Five  PoInU" 
Shanks  are  unretumod  veterans  of 
previous  municipal  battles,  and  thki 
year  Mr.  Blverts  aorved  as  a  member 
of  (ht  Hchool  Board.  lie  now  seeks 
to  s»>rv«)  the  ratepuycrs  In  a  dual 
capac  ity  as  truMee  and  alderauia.  He 
Is  a  Labor  representative.

Mr.  Shanks  la  making  hla  principal 
bid  for  votes  oil  itir  ground  that  he 
Is  prepared  to  make  a  year-round 
Sght  for  llr^^  Indii^tilna.

None  the  less,  by  her  role 
In  war  ang  peace,  by  her  geographical 
sHuation.  by  respect  for  her  past  and 
anxiety  for  her  future,  she  la  better 
qti..«lifled  than  anybody  elue  to  state 
the  case.  In  simple  language  and  for 
the  benefit  of  friends  who  have  the 
good  fortune  to  be  protected  by  the 
ocean,  tba  common  conclusiona  of 
continental  peopl«M  ever  auBerlng.

In  regard  to  Italy,  she  did 
net  comprehend  that  a  general  dla- 
eassion  was  aaaassary  tt  ear  nstgh» 
bora,  so  long  aaeastomed  to  the  «!• 
plomary  of  tha  Itlple  Alilanca.  were 
to  gain  an  Impresalon  of  durability 
from  tha  newly  conatltuted  Europe. 
In  19S0  Friin<-«  :iasUtvd  from  afar  at 
tha  birth  of  the  Mtti*  Entente  with- 
out understanding  what  friendly  ad- 
vaaoes  required  to  he  mada  ta  Italy. 
Bgl  eoald  one  have  imaglaao  that  by 
parsuing  such  a  pnllry  ahe  compli- 
eatad  her  rf.Utiona  with  'England* 
One  knows,  on  the  other  hand,  alas' 
that  an  oppr.eltlon  policy,  a  pnilcy  of 
continental  inertia,  haa  not  preveatee 
Pranco-Brltlah  relatione  from  often

l>y  everything  that  has  happened  I 
Europe.       When    the    Hovlets  throw 
themselves  on  Poland  In  1920,  when 
Germany  algna  the  Treaty  of  Rapallo 
with  them  In  1923;  when  the  Turka 
reappear  drunk  with  amblUon  aa  tbe 
terrain  of  thslr  former  STnsasss.  no 
one  has  sought  to  scheme  things  out, 
but  has  jast  Improviaed.   It  would 
have  been  otherwise  If,  foreseeing  the 
likelihood  of  certain  eventa.  an  ex- 
<-hange  of  views  upon  them  had  fol- 
lowed, directed  by  definite  and  open- 
ly  announced   prlnclplea.   The  likely 
reaction  to  given  eventa  of  Bngland 
and  America  Is  broadly  known,  be- 
cause these  elenients  are  notoriously 
In  accord  In  a  number  of  things.

Poeslble  Pracr  Monument 

To  this  factor,  only  to  cite  one  ex- 
ample. Is  traceable  the  recommen- 
dations which  English  and  Amerlan 
economlsu.  afts'a  in-liiaplred.  have 
niada  to  our  Burope  la  the  pSel  three 
years.  A  century  ago,  when  L<atin 
America  was  being  born  Into  Intern.t 
tlonal  life,  the  ITnlted  States,  believ- 
ing with  reason  that  the  Intervention 
of  their  former  masters  might  bring 
trouble.  Invented  the  Moaroe  Doc 
trine,  which,  la  the  last  analysla.  ^ 
a  charter  af  poHUeal  proteaHon.  1 
certainly  do  not  demand  that  a  sec 
ond  Monroe  Doctrine  Hhall  b«  pro 
claimed  for  convnleacent  Kurope, 
since  the  position  Is  not  identical.  I 
only  indicate  that  that  European 
order  which  American  finanalera  d*' 
mand  aa  the  condition  of  theh*  par- 
ticipation In  ouf  affairs  must  eenie 
from  within,  from  the  eosMsental 
countries  thentertesa,  and  net  fkvm 
without. 

That  new  order — I  have  told  you 
whence  It  came  and  whither  It  pro- 
ceeda.  I  have  related  Ita  sanguinary 
orlgia.  crushed  by  long  years  of  aer- 
vltude.  I  havs  shown  the  heavy 
tribute  of  blood  with  which  the  liberty 
upon  which  It  reposes  haa  l>een  pur- 
chaaed.  Is  my  picture  one  Of  saeea 
sive  aatla(«ctlon  drawn  by  an  old  Eu- 
ropean? Fragile  as  It  may  bo.  I  do 
not  find  thia  nsw  order  either  devoid 
of  beauty  or  of  grandeur.  I  affirm, 
at  all  eventa.  that,  deapite  Its  short- 
comings, it  satlafles.  In  the  form  which 
victory  gave  It.  tho  hlntorlral  aspir- 
ations of  millions  and  nillllona  of 
men,  and  that  If  one  would  under- 
take conatructive  work  in  Europe  it 
la  upon  thia  new  map  that  one  must 
build.  The  day  whea  all  our  friends. 
In  Bngland  and  In  Amerloa,  are  con- 
vinced of  this,  that  noble  pile  of  pence 
yearned  for  by  humanity  will  aoon 
(Lscend  joyously  to  the  heavens,  a  mir- 
acle akyacraper.

Itad  population,  and  Its  present  seri- 
uus'  financial  condition,  I  havs  felt  It 
my  duly  to  oppoae  much  of  these  ml- 
dtllonul  optional  subjects,  however 
valuable  In  theoiaa|yaa«  aatll  we  can 
better  ufTord  it. 

It  la  worthy  of  note  Just  hara  that 
tha  Oak  Bay  Bchool  Board  haa  omit- 
ted to  add  any  it  these  optional 
braachea  lo  Its  achool  work,  and  it  is 
'a  OMtttsr  of  public  knowledge  that  the 
schools  there  have  a  reputation  nut 
Inferior  to  ours,  especially  its  High 
fichool.  Ko  much  is  tliiu  tlm  cane 
that  Boveral  etudents  from  this  city 
urn  attending  the  Oak  Kay  High 
^hool,  their  parents  preferring  to 
pay  tl&O  a  year  tuition,  rather  than 
send  them  to  tha  local  High  gehool 
free  dt  toltlaa.

The  Condor

The  condor  i.«i  the  largest  hir4  of  flight, 
and  belong^  to  the  gluttonous  communitv  of 
vultures.  The  true  home  of  this  giant  of  the 
feathered  race  i«i  the  mountain  range  of  tha 
.\nde.<.  thoufjh  it  io  occRsionatly  fonnd  in  the 
Cordilleras  of  Mexico  and  th<  Rocky  Moun- 
tains. In  Pen:  a&d  Chili  condors  are  comnuHi 
en  abundant,  but  are  seldom  seen  in 
liccks  of  over  tbrtc  or  four.  There,  in  the 
rsffiofis  of  perpetual   anow,  and  ©f-tmiflc 

atorms,  fiftren  fhotisaiid  feet  sb(ne  sea  level, 
on  some  «solate<l  crag,  the  condor  reara  his 
bfood  and  Ux^ks  down  upon  th«  pfaiimi  he- 

aaatfl  for  ftXMl.     Like  the  rest  «.f  itn  fain  Iv  it 

aabaitts  oo  carrion  and  ||urg<oa  itseU  Iq  dis- 


gusting repletion,  so  that  it  becomes  incapable 
of  flight.  In  this  state  it  is  often  captured,  and 
the  Indians  often  expose  the  dead  body  of  a 
cow  or  horse  to  attract  the  notice  of  these 
birds.  Down  they  »v\  eep  and  glut  themselves 
at  the  luxurious  banquet,  when,  lol  the  In- 
dians appear  with  their  lassoes,  throw  them 
with  unerring  certainty,  and  gallop  away, 
dragging  after  them  the  ensnared  victims. 
These  g^igantic  birds,  contrary  to  what  has 
been  asserted,  are  far  from  being  formidable ; 
they  are  not  ferocious  and  their  talons  are  too 
feeble  to  lacerate,  neither  can  they  carry  away 
from  this  cause  weights  which  prove  no  hin- 
drance to  the  eagle.  The  natives  do  not  fear 
them,  and  are  accustomed,  with  their  chil- 
dren, to  sleep  near  their  resorts,  exposed  to 
atUck. 

^f  the  strength  of  the  condor  and  its  ten- 
acity of  life,  we  hate  many  authentic  accounts. 
Captain  Head  tells  of  a  struggle  between  one 
of  his  Cornish  miners  and  a  condor,  gorged 
too  heavily  for  flight,  and  therefore  unfit  for 
tlie  frav.  The  miner  began  by  grasping  the 
neck  of  the  bird,  which  he  tried  to  break,  but 
the  bird,  roused  by  the  unceremonious  attack, 
struggled  so  violently  as  to  render  that  no 
easy  matter;  nor  after  an  hour!s  wrestling, 
though  the  man  brought  away  several  wing 
feathers  in  token  of  victory,  docait  appear  that 
the  bird  was  killed. 

Humboldt  relates  that  during  his  stay  at 
Riobamba  he  was  present  at  some  experi- 
ments which  were  made  on  one  by  the  In- 
dians, who  had  tak«n  it  alive.  Thty  first 
strangled-  it  with  a  lasso  and  hanged  it  on  a 
tree,  pulling  it  forcibly  by  the  feet  for  several 
minutes ;  but  scarcely  was  the  lasso  removed, 
when  the  bird  arose  and  walked  about  as 
though  nothing  had  happened.  Three  pistol 
bullets  were  then  fired  into  its  neck,  chest  and 
abdomen;  it  Still  ,sto<)<l  erect;  another  ball 
Struck  iU  thigh  and  it  fell  to  the  ground,  but 
did  not  die  till  half  an  hour  after.

"Do  you  love  butter?"  say  the  children. 
They  hold  a  buttercup  under  your  chin,  and 

by  the  yellow  light  that  rises  up  from  it  and 
paints  your  throat,  they  know  that  you  love 
butter. 

I>)es  everyone  know  that  the  air  about  the 
yellow  flower  is  dyed  yellow,  that  the  yellow 
beams  shoot  upward?  ^That  a  golden  cloud 

hovers  over  a  June  field?  A  cloud  indeed!  A 
fire  rather — a  Summer  fire  that  delights  the 
eye. 

It  was  the  children  that  discovered  that 
the  buttercup  throws  upward  its  ttny  fountain 
of  golden  light.  The  rest  of  us  are  hardly 
near  enough  to  what  one  may  call  the  small 
immensities  to  have  realized  this  great  little 
thing. 

It  is  the  source  of  our  love  for  flowers,  this 
jetting  forth  of  radialiee.  The  light  that  falls 
upon  them  la  east  back  into  the  air,  dyed  to 

their  own  several  colors.  The  flowery  garden 
of  June  is  tinted  in  a  thousand  many-colore<l 
aureoles.  Quite  three-foot  depth  of  air  all 
round  a  bush  of  broom  in  May  is  dyed  golden. 
Put  your  hand  within  the  circle,  you  will  see 
that  it  is  so.  Lean  your  face  within  it.  it  will 
he  all  painted  and  lit  up  with  a  golden  glory. 
Hold  your  flat  hand  a  foot  above  a  crimson 
rose  tree  in  full  bloom,  and  it  will  be  dyed  rose 
color.  This  Summer  I  saw  an  enormous  crim- 
son rose  lolling  on  a  f^rv  stone  ballustradr  in 
the  sun,  casting  forth  tiie  perfume  and  crim- 
son light  from  its  cupped  leaves.  I  saw  a  face 
that  stooped  to  that  rose  bathed  in  that  crim- 
son glow- 

We  should  be  more  grateful  to  the  flowers 

did  we  realize  this  gift  f)f  theirs;  thev  are 
lamps  of  the  daytime,  unspeakably  bright 
The  gardener's  work  is  to  light  up  many 
colored  lamps  for  the  joy  of  the  folk  that  pass 
by,  as  well  as  for  his  own.  That  they  do  give 
delight  is  eenate. 


Pioneers  of  the  Prairie 


AMONG  the  chiMren  of  Victoria,  who  on 
fine  days  in  early    December   nm  to 
school   without   mittens  or   caps,  are 
many  who  came  from  prairie  towns  or  farm*.

'  wide  streets  and  fine  buildings  occupie:*  thr 
site  of  the  narrow  farms  along  tbe  banks  of 
the  Red  and  Assiniboine  Rivers  where  the 
:~^clkirk  settlers  made  their  homes. 

<  )tlicr  Cana  li  Mi  pioneers  of  British  birth 
iiw.i  l.tiicly  Int-.,  iliey  alone  had  reason  to 
dread  the  face  of  their  fellowman.  The  lur 
traders  of  those  days  saw  that  the  farmer  was 
their  enemy.  They  knew  the  buffalo,  the 
beaver  and  all  other  wild,  shy  creatures  whose 
furs  brought  them  wealth,  would  disappear 
when  the  land  was  covered  at  harvest  time 
with  golden  graii^  apd  wktn  flodu  and  iMvds 
fed  on  the  prairie  grass. 

By  every  means  they  sought  to  prevent 
the  settlement  of  the  land.  Lives  were  in 
danger  and  many  were  lost  before  even  the 
beginnings  of  farms  could  be  made. 

Jn  these  days,  it  is  to  be  feared,  few  would 
be  found  to  face  the  tasks  that  awaited  the  un- 
skilled hands  of  the  poor  Highland  and  Island 
fishermen.  The  soil,  which  we  now  know  was 
abundantly  rich  in  plant  food,  was  stiff  and 
heavy.  The  only  tools  they  had  for  breaking 
it  were  the  hoe  and  spade. 

When  at  last  the  crops  grew  and  ripened 
tht  scaping  hook,  the  scythe  and  flail  with  the 
winnowing  pan  were  their  only  means  of  sav- 
ing them.  The  grain  was  crushed  in  rude 
handmills.  The  early  Winter  too  often  found 
the  household  ill  prepared  for  the  bitter  frost. 

.  Lessons,  however,  were  quickly  learned 
uttder  the  teaching  of  stern  necessity.  The 
fishermen  turned  hunters,  and  food  and  cloth- 
ing too  were  found  among  the  butTaio  herds 
and  flocks  of  wild  fowls.  The  rivers  provided 
fish,  if  not  so  bountifully,  more  certainly,  per- 
haps, than  the  wild  waters  that  washed  the 
shores  of  their  old  homes.  Friendly  Indians 
helped  the  neighbors  whom  they  learned  to 
trust.  Cattle,  sheep  and  horses  increased 
though  they  must  be  carefully  guarded  from 
wild  animals  and  men  scarcely  less  wild. 

Then  when  little  ones  had  come  to  many 
a  home,  there  was  a  Winter  when  snow  fell, 
filling  every  path  and. covering  houses  so  that 
each  home  was  a  prison.  Frost  followed.  The 
suffering  of  that  time  were  too  terrible  to 
think  of. 

A  sudden  thaw  melted  snow  and  ice.  The 
rivers  overflowed  and  people  fled  from  their 
dwellings  to  seek  refuge  on  the  highest  lands. 
Many  of  the  lo^;  cabins  themselves  floated 
down  the  swollen  streams. 

How  the  fugitives  gathered  back  to  the 
land,  how  they  helped  each  other  put  in  their 
crops  and  rebuild  their  houses,  how  the  sick 
and  the  little  children  were  tended  by  the 
tender  hands  of  hard-worked  women  were 
talcs  to  be  told  by  many  a  fireside  in  the  hap- 
pier years  to  come. 

There  was  a  season  when  grasshoppers  ate 
every  green  thing  and  the  pecpic  were  forced 
to  seek  over  the  wide  prairie  the  wild  roots 
and  plants  that  had  escaped  the  plague. 

VVhat  people  could  have  borne  mo^^c*  But 
now  the  lean  yeara  had  gone.  The  farmer  had 
learned  to  know  the  soil  he  tilled.  Better,  if 
still  rude  implements  came  from  the  outside 
world  or  were  fashkmed  at  home  by  skillful 
hands.  Oxen  and  horses  aided  in  the  labor 
and  in  the  clear  keen  air  sturdy  boys  and  girls 
were  growing  up  to  help  thehr  parents.  Schools 
were  built  for  tlic  children  and  churches  for 
their  elders  who  had  never  lost  their  love  of 
learning  or  forgotten  or  neglected  the  worship 
that  was  so  great  a  part  of  the  life  of  their 
native  land.  Bv  the  fireside  women  and  girls 
picked  and  carded  the  wool,  apun  it  into  yarn 
and  knitted  warm  socks  and  mittens.  Here 
and  there  was  ^  loom  in  whicli  strong  cloth 
was  woven  to  be  thidccned  at  many  a  frolic 
by  merry  youths  and  happy  maidens 

When  visitors  came  about  the  middle  of 
the  century  to  Fort  Garry  they  found  around 
the  Hudson's  Hay  post,  a  busy,  contented, 
prosperous  community,  while  along  the  banks 
ofthe  rivers  farther  west,  hunters,  trappers  and 
boatmen  were  themselves  beginning  to  labor 
on  the  land  and  to  love  their  work. 

The  stories  which  grandmothers  and  grand- 
fathers from  the  prairie  can  still  tell  of  the 
old  days  on  the  Red  River  should  be  treasured. 
The  Selkirk  settlers  there,  in  their  day,  did  en- 
during work  in  the  making  of  Canada.

Paeon  Fishing 
—  •  % 

A  traveller  who  ascended  one  of  the  great 

rivers  in  the  northeast  of  South  America  de- 
scribes the  maimer  in  which  the  Indians  catch 
a  fhla  species  of  ftsh,  catted  paeon,  as  follows : 

"The  third  day's  journey  bf  upbt  tt 
to  the  Fall  of  Tepayco,  at  whKh,  being  an  ca 
caftem  fishing  and  hunting  station,  they  hatted. 
Here  they  bought,  of  a  party  <if  .\ccaway  In- 
dian.n,  several  bundles  of  hai  arry,  a  kind  of 
vine,  with  blue,  clustering  blossoms,  and  pods 
with  saiaU  gf«y  baaaa.   The  fott-girowtt  root 


is  three  inches  in  diameter,  and  contains  a 

white,  gummy  milk,  which  ii  a  inost  powerful 
narcutK,  and  ik  commonly  used  by  the  Indians 
ill  poisoning  the  water  to  take  fish.  They  beat 
it  with  heavy  sticks  till  it  is  in  shreds,  like 
coarse  hair;  they  then  put  it  mto  a  vessel  of 
water,  which  at  ottfe  becomes  of  a  milky 
whiteness,  and.  when  fully  saturated,  they  take 
the  vc:ii>ei  to  the  si>ot  they  have  selected,  and 
throw  the  infusion  over  it.  In  about  twenty 
minutes  every  fish  within  its  influence  rises  to 
the  surface,  and  is  eitlier  taken  by  tbe  hand, 
or  ahot  with  arrows.  A  s<^d  cubic  foot  of 
the  root  will  piii>('ii  an  acre  of  water,  even  in 
the  falls,  where  the  current  is  strong.  The 
fish  thus  Killed  are  as  good  to  eat  as  those  that 
are  netted. 

The  paeon  Hah  is  generally  taken  with  the 
hai-arry  in  the  following  manner:  The  In- 
dians select  a  part  of  the  falls  where  the  weya 
(an  aquatic  vegetable  eaten  by  fish)  is  plenti- 
ful, and  where  traces  are  vtstole  of  the  paeon 
havinjif  lately  fed.  They  then  enclose  this  space 
with  a  wall  of  loose  stones,  a  foot  above  the 
surface  of  the  water,  leaving  spaces  for  the 
fish  to  enter.  For  these  spaces  they  prepare 
wooden  hurdles,  and  about  two  hours  before 
daybreak  they  proceed  sileotlv  to  atop  the 
openings  with  them.  The  fish  are  thus  en- 
closed in  a  temporary  pond,  which  is  inspected 
at  daybreak,  and  if  they  are  found  in  sufficient 
numbers  to  pay  for  the  hai-arry  they  com- 
mence beating  it.  In  this  way  one  of  the  party 
saw  taken,  in  less  than  an  hour,  207  pacon, 
averaging  seven  pounds,  with  many  other  fish. 
All  -were  split,  salted,  and  dried  on  the  rocks. 


The  Iguanodon 


Few  will  deplore  the  extinction  of  this 
monster.  The  bones  of  one  were  discovered 
in  the  South  of  Knpland  by  Dr.  Mantel,  a 
geologist.  To  judge  from  the  teeth  the  iguano- 
don must  have  lived  upon  vegetables.  He 
was  in  fact  an  immense  lizard,  70  feet  long 
and  14  in  circumference.  Though  his  legs 
were  short,  the  thigh  bone  was  22  inches 
round  at  the  smallest  part.  On  the  nose  the 
animal  had  a  horn,  something  like  that  of  a 
rhinoceros.  Along  his  back  was  a  row  of 
spines,  like  those  ot  the  iguana,  found  in  South 
America  and  the  West  Indies.  We  cannot 
conceive  of  anything  more  terrible  than  the 
appearance  of  this  creature  when  alive.  A 
crocodile  is  a  frightful  object,  especially  when 
roused  to  action ;  but  how  m«ch  more  sa  must 
have  been  this  creature,  with  enormous  teeth, 
bristling  spines  and  horned  snout,  consider- 
ing also  that  his  balk  Uraa  that  of  Aire 
diles. 

Although  few  specimens  of  his  bones  have 
been  foand,  we  know  that  in  former  ages 
many  must  have  existed,  and  at  the  same  time 
there  were  other  wonderful  animals,  fit  to  be 
companions  of  such  monsters.  Indeed,  ages 
ago,  the  world  Was  filled  with  strange,  un- 
couth creatures,  most  of  which  disappeared 
before  the  creation  ol  man,  though  aaiiie  re- 
mained to  a  late  period.  Of  the  latter,  we  may 
mention  the  mastodon,  resembling  the  cle- 
phaat.

Impressions 

You  have  all.  no  doubt,  read  of  the  beauti- 
ful Hawaiian  Isles  and  the  pictures(|ue 
people  who  inhabit  them.  Long  ago 
this  group  of  islands  formed  the  kingdom  of 
Hawaii.  After  some  time  a  revolution  broke 
out  and  a  republic  was  formed.  Later,  the 
islands  were  annexed  by  the  United  States 
Government,  under  which  they  nOW  rt main. 

These  islands  arc  situated  some  one  tliou- 
sand  miles  above  the  ecjuator,  between  .\us- 
tralia  and  America.  They  nc  ..f  a  tropical 
nature,  somewhat  like  the  I'iji  Islands,  al- 
though they  are  bigger  and  more  cultivated 
tiiah  the  former. 

The  approach  of  the  harbor  of  Honolula* 
the  capital  of  the  islands,  is  most  beautiful, 
especially  if  you  arrive  as  the  dawn  is  break- 
ing. Althouph  the  harbor  or  bay  is  little  more 
than  a  mere  indentation,  it  is  very,  v.ery  pretty. 
The  city  is  situated  practically  in  the  centre  of 
this  bend,  and  can  be  easily  picked  out  owing 
to  the  way  iu  which  the  white  buildings  show 
up  against  the  dark  gMMll  foliage  of  tha  moun- 
tains behind  it.  On  the  right  of  the  town  and 
farther  round  the  bay  atands  a  wireless  sU- 
tion,  while  «f  the  left  a  beatttiftti  cemaat  road 
lined  with  feathery  palms  runs  parallel  t-^  the 
shore  until  it  reaches  the  famous  Waikiki 
Beach.  To  thici  extreme  left  of  the  city,  past 
this  much  sought  after  pleasure  resort,  lies 
Diamond  Head,  in  stately  solemnity  overlook- 
ing the  whole  bay  and  frowning  out  at  tha 
open  seas  as  if  to  drive  intruders  away. 

The  city  itself  is  a  very  pretty  place.  The 
etreets,  though  they  are  not  very  wide,  are 
spotlessly  clean  and  well  paved.  The  build- 
ings are,  for  the  most  part,  white  and  flat 
topped,  on  account  of  the  heat.  It  also  boasts 
street  cars  which,  unlike  ours,  are  open  at  the 
sides,  so  that  refreshing  breezes  can  fan  the 
passengers  and  keep  them  cool. 

The  people  who  dwell  in  this  city  are  of 
many  nationalities  —  Hawaiians,  Americans, 
Englishmen,  Philippinos,  Japanese,  Chinese 
and  Portuguese.  Forst  and  foremost,  how- 
ever, come  the  Hawaiians,  the  ori^inal^inhabi- 
tants  of  the  islands.  They  arc  ul  u  nut  brown 
color,  not  uglike  the  'New  2^aland  Maoris. 
What  seemed  to  me  most  remarkable  about 
them  was  their  wonderful  swimming.  They 
will  dive  from  almost  any  height,  the  oridga  of 
a  ship  or  the  top  of  a  warehoaae,  for  the  small- 
est coin. 

Most  people  of  European  races  wear  white 

clothes,  so  are  hard  to  distinjijnish.  The 
Japanese  and  I'ortuguese  arc  dressed  m  their 
national  costumes.  * 

.Ml  I  can  say.  as  a  '>unimary  to  this  littl« 
description,  is  that  the  island  itself,  the  people, 
the  city  and  everything  concerning  It,  dianned 
me.  I  shall  always  remember  my  visit  there, 
and  should  I,  in  after  life,  have  the  opportunity 
to  travel  much,  one  of  my  first  visits  will  be  to 
Hawaii,  that  veritable  "Emerald  in  a  sapphire 
sea."

iiis  Aucestry 

Sir  Algernon  Fraderiek  Rout  de  Horacy 
was  born  an  July  21,  1827,  and  was  a  son  of 
Mr.  Spencer  de  Horsey,  of  Great  Glemham. 
Suffolk,  and  Lady  Louisa,  a  daughter  of  the 
first  Barl  of  Stradbroke.  He  was  thus  a 
net  V  Admiral  Rous,  long  famous  on  the 
iu  .  uau  of  Vice-Admiral  the  Hon.  Sir  H. 
Hotham.  Hi*  only  siater  was  the  Countess 
of  Cardigan,  whose  reminiscences  created  no 
amall  scandal  on  their  appearance  in  ISKw. 
Tha  admiral  then  chivahonaly  deftodad  har 
aa  much  as  he  could. 

The  family  of  de  Horsey  is  traced  back  to 
the  reign  of  Henry  IL;  the  Admiral  was 
dirertly  descended  from  Sir  Jerome  Horsey, 
Qoaen  Blizabcth's  Ambassador  to  the  Tsar, 
and  from  Major  Samuel  HorMy.  GoYemor  of 
N'  irolina  in  1738.   He  entered  the  Navy 

in  1640,  and  as  a  youngster  was  present  at 
the  operations  on  the  coast  of  Syria  in  that 
year.  On  several  occasions  he  was  under  fire, 
and  ha  received  the  bar  fof  Syria  given  with 
thit^  ItatiR  General  Senrice  medal  for  these 
i^jmftAcnu,  as  well  as  the  medal  for  Acre 
SSn'hy  the  SulUn  of  Turkey.  After  pass- 
mg  hit  examinations  he  reccircd  his  commis- 
sion as  mate  (sub-lieutenant)  on  July  25,  1846, 
and  on  the  following  day  was  promoted  to 
lieutenant,  to  fill  a  death  vaeaney,  at  the  age 
of  19.  We  next  find  him  employed  as  flag 
lieutenant  to  Vice-Admiral  Sir  George  F.  Sey- 
-mour,  the  Commander-in-Chief  on  the  We|t 
Indies  and  North  America  Sution.  having 
been  appointed  to  the  Cumberland,  the  flair- 
ship,  in  February,  1851.  To  fill  another  death 
vacancy  he  was  promoted  to  commander  on 
June  10,  1853,  and  given  command  of  the 
Devastation,  a  steam-sloop,  on  the  same  sta- 
tion* After  thisNfhip  was  paid  off  he  was  pro- 
moted to  captain  on  Septambar  7.  lS57,1a  his 
thirtieth  year. 

Naval  Career 

Captain  Horsey  served  the  greater  pr.rL 
of  the  eighteen  years  he  held  this  rank  on  the 
West  Indies  Sution.  While  in  charge  of  the 
Brisk,  he  captured  after  a  hard  chase  a  cele- 
brated Spanish  slaver,  the  Maauela.  of  702 
tons,  with  846  slaves  on  board.  He  was  senior 
officer  at  Jamaica  in  the  Wolverine  .iuring  the 
riots  in  1865,  and  for  his  services  on  that  oc- 
casion received  the  thanks  of  both  Houses  of 
Parliament.  In  opening  the  Legislative  Ses- 
sion of  1865,  Governor  K.  J.  Eyre,  of  Jamaica, 
in  referring  to  this  matter  said:  "To  the  senior 
naval  officer,  CapUin  de  Hortey,  of  H.M.S. 
Wolverine,  we  owe  it  that  we  are  enabled  to 
carry  out  with  promptitude  and  efficiency  the 
arrangements  necessary  to  control  and  sup- 
press the  rebellion." 

He  was  also  senior  officer  on  tiie  Lakes  of 
Canada  in  tha  Aurora  during  the  Fenian  dl»- 
turbances  of  1866-67.  and  wintered  his  ship 
in  the  ice  at  Quebec.  For  these  services  he 
received  the  Oinsida  medal  awarded  in  1899. 
with  the  clasp  for  i  ^  rations  in  1866.  In 
1871  h«  was  made  an  A.D.C.  to  Queen  Vic- 
toffHw  Mkd  ia  tha  following  year  was  appointed 
Commodore  in  charge  of  the  establishment  at 

Janniica,  wMi  his  broad  pennant  in  the  Abou- 
ir.  Ha  was  advanced  to  flag  rank  of  May  7, 
1C^5.  and  as  a  rear-admiral,  became  Comman- 
der-in-Chief on  the  Pacific  Station,  with  his 
flag  in  the  Shah,  in  the  following  year,  an  ap- 
pointment be  held  till  July,  1879  It  was  in 
the  Shah,  in  company  with  the  Amethyst,  that 
the  Admiral  engaged  the  Peruvhm  rebel  tur- 
ret-ship Huascar  on  May  29,  1877.  This  vessel 
had  cnmniitted  outrages  against  British  sub- 
jects and  liritish  property,  and  was  declared 
by  the  Peruvian  Government  to  be  a  pirate. 
The  Admiral  determined,  therefore,  to  proceed 
against  lier.  In  the  three-and-a-half  hours' 
action  neither  Britiah  ship  suffered  any  loaa, 
but  the  Uti'"^  " "»  bit  some  seventy  or 
eighty  times  as.  i  i  day  she  surrendered  to 
the  l>r\ivian  squadron.  The  Law  Officers  of 
the  CfDvvn  derided  that  Admiral  de  Horsey 
was  iustihed  m  these  proceedings,  and  the  Ad- 
miralty conveyed  to  him  their  approval  of  his

Age  of  Human  Race 

PR0FBS80R  P.  O.  H.  Boswell,  who  is 
delivering  a  series  of  lectures  in  the 
Liverpocu  2Ux>logy  Theatre  spoke  re- 
cently on  the  "History  erf  Life  on  the  Earth." 

lie  said  that  knowledge  of  the  history  of 
man  on  the  earth  had  been  very  considerably 
increased  within  the  lait  twenty  ^ears.  Time 
was  when  there  was  a  very  clear  Ime  of  demar- 
cation between  geologists  and  archaeologists, 
and  Ac  former  did  not  dare  to  cross  the  bortler, 
for  it  meant  warfare.  With  the  poshing  back 
of  man's  antiquity,  however,  it  iud  been  found 
that  the  later  stages  of  geological  history  over- 
lapped the  earlier  stages  of  the  history  of  man. 
Man  now  became  a  fossil,  to  be  treated  as  other 
fossilSr  and  to  be  used  when  correlating  rocks 
in  different  parte  of  the  world.  In  turn  his 
history  was  elucidated  from  those  rocks  and 
the  evidence  they  yielded  of  the  conditions 
under  which  he  lived.  The  lecturer  mentioned 
that,  at  the  time  when  Pliocene  Man,  the  very* 
earliest  type  ever  suggested,  was  put  forward 
in  a  letter  to  the  "Times"  some  years  before 
the  war,  he  was  the  geologist  called  in  to 
advise  upon  the  horizon  at  which  the  renuins 
in  question  (implements)  were  found.  He  tug' 
gested  caution,  and  that  evidence  should  be 
accumulated  fof  several  years,  inasmuch  as  the 
exact  horiron  was  somewhat  doubtful ;  but 
the  views  he  put  forward  were  not  adopted 
with  the  enthusiasm  that  might  have  been  ex- 
pected. The  work  of  accumulating  data,  such 
as  the  discovery  of  remains  in  deposits  whose 
age  could  be  escactly  determined  had  gonf  on, 
and  now — he  made  the  admission  in  a  white 
sheet — he  was  converted  to  the  idea  of  man  of 
PBodeha  aga. 

Life's  Conflict 
Man  showed  evolution  and  the  formation 
of  character  from  a  very  primitive  state.  Like 

all  organisms,  he  was  influenced  by  environ- 
ment, and  had  to  adapt  himself  to  it  or  go  to 
the  wall.  Aa  sooif  as  we  began  to  study  the 
origin  of  man  we  were  carried  back  .step  by 
step,  not  in  a  continuous  line,  but  like  follow- 
ing the  branches  of  a  tree  when  their  out- 
growth from  the  trunk  was  not  visible.  Long 
periods  of  slow  evolution,  alternating  with  sud- 
den iM^ts  6f  development,  were  characteristic 
of  geological  history,  the  sudden  advances 
embracing  great  emergencies  from  the  deeps, 
transgressions  of  the  ocean  across  the  con- 
tinents, and  violent  earth  movements  with 
their  consequent  climatic  changes.  The  evolu- 
tion ol  organittns  on  the  earth  was  linked  up 
with  the  evolution  of  the  earth  as  a  physical 
body.  The  very  origin  of  life  was  the  only 
possible  starting  point  in  consideHng  the  ap- 
pearance of  man  on  the  globe,  for  the  prin- 
ciples then  at  work  were  the  same  operating 
when  he,  simptv  a  highly-developed  animal, 
appeared,  .^s  they  traced  the  rocks  back  age 
by  age  they  came  to  a  point  beyond  which  thev 
saw  only  doubtful  traces  of  life,  or  none  at  all. 
The  oldest  rocks  carrying'  fossils  of  correlative 
value  were  known  as  Cambrian  Rodcs,  since 
they  were  first  studied  in  Wales. 

Saoond  Ufa  Mad 

On  the  question  of  the  age  of  the  world, 
they  had  had  on  one  side  of  the  scale  an 
estimate  of  1,600,000,000  yeara,  based  on  the 
evidence  of  the  pre-Cambrian  Rocks;  and  of 
400,000AX)  years,  deducted  from  the  thickness 
of  sedimentary  deposits^  An  element  of  disin- 
tegration which  had  not  previously  been  taken 
into  account  had  been  studied  in  connection 
with  radio-active  minerals,  however,  and  these 
supplied  what  was,'  not  only  accepted  as 
evidence  of  a  history  going  bfck  2,U00,0U0.Q00 
yeara  hut  had  suggested  to  one  iavestigator 
that  wf  \^rrr  »i.nv  witnessing  a  sf-rond  rvcle 
of  life  un  the  earth,  traces  of  the  former  hav- 
ing been  blotted  or  bleached  out  by  disintegra- 
tion.

He  did  not  urge  it  as  being 
aital>lished,  for  it  was  speculative,  but  perhaps 
the  early  traces  ol  Itfe  tiley  were  seeking  had 
been  lost  in  tb'-  ^*.!v  sugRfcstrd.  Proiessor 
Boswell  then  showed  a  number  of  slides 
Olastrating  foaailliaad  crustaceans,  brachiopods 
and  fish — the  last  named  with  their  skeletons 
practicalllv  outside  their  bodies — as  examples 
of  the  earliest  forms  of  life  found  in  rocks.  In 
explaining  their  shapes  he  warned  his  audience 
rtot  to  aasume  too  much,  remarking  that  if  a 
(geologist  saw  an  obvious  explaaatkm  ha  mifht 
distrust  it,  f'>r  ^  was  iaa  Vlf&n,  a  wit- 

ness to  give  hervcit  away.

That  is  much, 
but  by  no  means  all.  It  is  that  for  good  or  evil 

the  y<-'s    of  the  tw()  yatplen  nre  different, 

and  cAp;c5i»  iheniselves  difterently,  not  only 
hi  Jangaage,  but  hi  their  huiklings,  their 
liouses  and  their  dres^.  too,  the  land^scapes 
ttiey  havQ  made,  their  helds  and  woods,  their 
domeetio  anfanaJs,  and  even  their  tobacco. 

Moreover,  the  smell  of  the  two  countries  is 
different,  if  it  were  not  so  you  would  not, 
know  that  curioua  «dO#  Off  nhaca  which 
reaches  you  even  before  you  land,  and  which 
is  a  profoundly  convincing  thing.  I  do  not 
know  What  England  siaalls  lilce,  but  foreigners 
have  tried  to  tel!  i  i.  livery  Bnglishman  who 
has  crossed  the  Channel  knows  what  France 
smells  like;  it  is,^  perhaps,  tndeserlbable,  but 
nothing  is  mbre  convincing. 

The  two  peoples  which  the  Channel  thus 
separates  are  the  two  great  p>oIitical  powers  of 
modern  Europe.  The  immediate  future,  at  any 
rate,  would  seem  to  lie  in  their  hands,  and  it 
is  for  this  cause  a  pity,  perhaps,  that  they  arc 
SO  different.  But  for  every  other  cause  you 
can  think  of  it  is  a  joy  and  delight,  and  except 
that,  should  they  ({uarrel  today  as  they  have 
always  quarrelled  in  the  past,  our  very  world 
is  in  danger  (at  least,  so  we  arc  assured),  I 
would  not  wish  one  of  those  ditlerences  away. 

Foi'   they   will   never   understand  one 

another. 

As  I  went  into  France  a  few  days  ago,  there 
was,  among  others  in  my  compartment  in  the 
train,  a  yi^ung  married  couple.  She  yicuchi

David  Copperfield  Library 

The  David  Copperfield  Library  now  be- 
longs to  the  children  of  St.  Pancras,  London, 
it  having  been  presented  to  the  Borough  of 
St.  Pancras  by  the  Children's  Library  >Move- 
ment.  This  new  library  for  children  is  in 
memory  of  the  novelist,  Charles  Dickens,  and 
is  appropriately  named  after  one  of  the  chief 
works  of  the  English  master  of  fiction.  It  is 
located  in  the  house  where  Charles  Dickens 
lived  as  a  boy.  No.  13  Johnson  Street,  Somers 
Town,  and  which  Dickens  immortalizes  in 
"David  Copperfield"  as  the  residence  of 
Wilkins  Micawber,  who  was 'always  widiing 
"for  something  to  turn  up."  This  house,  with 
two  adjacent  buildings,  is  the  gift  of  Council- 
lor A.  Davis,  of  St.  Pancras. 

The  David  Copperfield  Library  is  in  the 
slums  of  Somers  Town.  Its  windows  were 
bleared,  its,  chimney  pots  grotesque,  and  its 
outer  front  grubby  as  a  sweep,  for  it  was  built 
150  years  ago;  but  it  has  been  renovated  and 
made  ReMtahla  for  Ihi  new  use.  Once  in  a 
garret  of  this  house  a  little  lad  lay  at  night  by 
a  pile  of  old  books  reading,  reading  the 
strangest  romances.  These  ragged  books  were 
the  works  of  famous  writers,  yet  this  boy,  un- 
known at  that  time,  ill-clad  and  ill -nourished, 
came  to  be  greater  than  tha  ahthort  of  the 
books  he  waa  reading;  his  name  waa  Charles 
Dickens. 

In  this  house  now  there  are  books  in  every 

room  ;  crowds  and  crowds  of  books,  all  around 
the  walls.  About  the  floors  are  stools  and 
tables,  covered  with  illustrated  books,  the 
latest  and  best  that  can  be  provided.  In  the 
evenings  when  the  schools  are  over  for  the 
day,  little  boys  and  girls  eomt  into  the  house, 
wash  and  each  put  (»n  blue  overalls.  Then 
they  wander  around  the  miniature  shelves 
until  each  has  ioand  a  aUitaMe  book,  upon 
which  they  sit  down  and  are  soon  lost  from  thin 
world  of  crowded  homes  and  classroonu  and 
streets. 

The  books  are  of  all  sorts,  and  range  from 
the  most  elementary  picture  tales  for  babies 
to  a  ^If  of  gloriously  bound  French  dassics, 
the  gift  of  a  mun  r  Republic.  Many  of 
tlie  lx>oks  have  beeu  given  by  famous  living 
BrHish  authors.  There  ate  also  IHiteh  books 
in  the  library,  presented  by  the  Leyden  Pil- 
grim Eathers'  Society  ana  the  Burgomaster 
of  heywi,  HoUaad,  wai  one  of  tha  honored 
gaetts  at  tha  formal  opening  recently.

their  cities  or  stake  their  camps.  Hunyan's 
tonit>  today  is  one  of  our  national  shrines. 
Representatives  of  the  Free  Churches  and 
many  Londoners  gathered  in  Eunhill  Fields, 
off  the  City  Road,  for  the  unveiling  and  re- 
dedication  of  the  newlv-restored  tomb  of  the 
great  tinker-seer,  by  Mrs.  John  Brown,  the 
wife  of  Dr.  John  Brown,  Bunyan's  biog- 
rapher, who  said  that  her  husband  spent  the 
whole  of  his  leitaiha  for  very  many  years  of 
his  life  in  searching  for ^  matariala  tor  BuiH 
yan's  biography. 

"The  ceremony  was  preceded  bv  a  short 
religious  service  at  Wesiejrs  old  chapel,  op- 
posite Bunhill  Fields.    Mr.  Pomcroy.  treasur- 
er of  the    Protestant    Dissenting  Deputies, 
who  presided  (in  the  unavoidable  abeence  of 
Dr.  Massif,  the  chairman),  recalled  that  Bun- 
yan died  in    1688,  and   his   torat)  was  first 
restored  in  May,  1862,  through  the  activity  of 
a  committee  over  which  the    great    Earl  of 
Shaftesbury  presided.  In  the  sixty  years  that 
had  since  elapsed  the  tomb  h^   again  fallen 
into  disrepair,  and,  the  matter  being  brought 
to  the  notice  of  some  prominent  Free  Chijrdi- 
men,  it  warriecided  to  J^attora  and  redaditete 
the  great  preacher's  bturying  placa.  The  tomb 
bears  ^e  inscription :  _ 
"John  Bunyan,

"Obt  31  August,  16S8. 
"Act  60.  " 
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•  A  Trying  Ordeal 

One  of  the  most  trying  conversational  or- 
deals a  long-suffering  person  has  to  face  is 
that  of  being  shown  thmgs,  whether  the  ex- 
hibits be  babies,  pictures,  presents,  or  any  of 
the  other  odds  and  ends  that  people  delight  in 
displaying  to  an  admiring^  world.

Paris  was  in  French,  and  in  quite  good  French 
too,  although  we  are  told  his  accent  was  aof 
particularly  brilliant 

At  first  he  was  not  very  fond  of  French 
things,  and  on  his  second  dav  he  manag^  tb 
find  everything  at  fault.  He  fell  into  tlie  facih« 
vices  of  the  tourist!  those  of  comparing  un- 
necessarily and  of  making  easy  generaUza- 
ttons.  Nothing  was  as  tine  as  his  beloved  and 
smutty  London  I  lie  finished  by  laughing  at 
the  French  as  he  had  laughed  at  everything 
else  in  life,  and  we  find  him  gradually  making 
his  way  into  Paris  literary  circles.  Through 
Rcgnier  of  the  Comedie  Prancatse  he  met 
many  of  th«  Hterary  lights  of  tha  day.  Porttef 
writes : 

"We  Slipped  .with  Dumas  himself,  and  Eu- 
gene Sue.  and  met  Thaophile  Gaatier  and  Al- 
phonse  Karr.  Wc  saw  Lamartlae,  and  had 
much  friendlv  intercoifrse  tvith  Scribe,  and 
with  the  kind,  good-natured  Amedaa  Pichot.'' 
Dickens  and  Hugo 

Dickons  also  Q|lled  on  Victor  Hugo,  who, 
"addressed  very  charming  flattery,  in  the  best 
taste"  to  the  Englishman  who  was  delighted 
with  the  visit.  Dicken.s  was  never  a  hurler  of 
epithets  like  Hugo,  but  one  feels  that  the  two 
men  must  have  had  much  in  common  :  one  the 
painter  of  the  mob  in  Notre  Dame  de  Paris ; 
the  other  who  gave  us  the  lurid  picture  of  the 
Gordon  Riots.  Roth  writers  were  enchanted 
with  the  color  of  human  character,  Hugo  pre- 
ferring the  "purple  and  gold*'  and  tha  darker 
shades  to  Dickens'  bizarre  coloring. 

Dickens'  second  star  in  Paris  was  if  any- 
thing more  literary.  'This  time  we  find  him 
working  hard  in  an  apartment  in  tlic  Chiiuip'- 
Eiyeees.  He  was  well  known  in  France  then  i 
hn  llme  had  crossed  the  Channel  to  take  a 
permanent  place  in  the  Frenchman's  heart. 
The  Moneteur,  a  daily  newspaper  of  the  time 
(1855^56)  was  publishing  ''Martin  Chutsle- 
wit"  as  a  feuillev^n  and  many  of  his  other 
books  had  been  translated.  Fame  had  smiled 
sunnily  on  Dickens'  and  we  hear  of  him'aa  a 
frequent  guest  of  Scribe  the  dramatist.  He 
also  met  Auber,  who  was  yer^  proud  of  having 
once  been  to  Stoke  Newington;  and  the 
Broaminfs;  and  saw  much  of  Thackeray  Who 
was  always  Crossing  over  to  see  his  daughters. 
In  fact  all  Dickens'  friends  at  this  time  were 
artisu  in  soma  capacity,  and  he  appears  to 
have  enjoyed  every  moment  of  their  company. 
It  is  true  he  was  not  greatly  inipressed  by 
George  San4  J  but  then  he  waa  no  De  Museet ! 

.'\s  Reghier's  friend  Dickens  was  always 
welcome  in  the  Green  Room  of  the  Comedie 
Prancaise,  although  he  was  not  an  admirer  of 
the  drama  as  presented  there.  He  describes 
many  of  the  plays  in  his  letters  to  Forster,  and 
they  are  full  of  the  funniest  dramatic  criticism 
ever  penned.  I  find  myself  wondering  if  the 
Cockney  was  not  too  strong  in  Dickens  to 
idlow  him  to  appreciate  the  almost  flMllal 
finesse  of  the  French  drama  of  the  period. 
Drawing-room  subtleties  had  little  place  in  the 
Dickensian  sense  of  humor.  Ha  was  for  the 
loud  laugh  rather  than  the  amused  cough  or 
titter.  I  think  he  must  have  had  Lamb's  love 
of  honeat  English  humor,  and  that  he,  too. 
longed  for  that  joyoas  "O  La!  O  Lai  B<•l>h^ 
of  Dicky  Suett.  Maonera  may  make  the  man, 
but  they  would  ruin  Dickens'  humor ;  and  this 
is  probably  ctne  of  the  explanations  of  his  de- 
liciously  unorthodox  criticism  of  tha  famoas 
theatre:  "There  is  a  dreary  dassicality  at  diat 
establishflsaa^t.  cakuUtad  to  fraasa  tha  mar- 
row..' 

Time  had  ^brought  its  revenges  on  tke 
French  stage :  "The  Grillon  du  Foyer"— "The 
Cricket  on  the  Hearth" — has  been  one  of  the 
mbst  popular  plays  in  the  Paris  repertoires  for 
many  years. 

So  the  ye.nr  passed  on  with  its  work  and 
pleasure,  in  happy  contrast  with  those  sordid 
early  days.  Now  Dickens  aould  look  out  of 
the  window  of  his  apartment  in  the  Thamps 
Elysees  and  see  the  Emperor  and  Lmpress 
drivlaf  to  of  from  St.  Cloud;  Ary  Schaffar.

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The  Farm  Budget 

successful  tanner  is  the  man

Iten  outstanding  excellence  as  -i  farmer 
il  c»Mble  of  proul  from  too  many  in- 
stances to  be  doubted  for  an  instant.  Too 

tnanv  farnicis  are  content  with  what  they 
would  call  the  practical  end  of  their  businesii, 
meaning  by  that  their  attention  to  crops, 
cattle  and  so  forth,  finding  in  this  an  excuse 
for  not  givinj;  time  to  those  elementary  busi- 
ness duties,  simple  bookkeeping  and  record- 
keeping, even  though  they  are  half  conscious 
that  their  farming  operations  in  themselves 
ikuflcr  from  this  lack. 

The  term  budget  ta  Camltiar  to  everybody 
in  its  parliamentary  connection.  Indicating 
as  it  does  the  hnancial  resources  and  the  dc- 
nuuuU  upon  them  for  the  year,  the  reading  of 

tha  budget  arouses  interest  where  nothing  else 
doM.  Similarlv  in  all  corporations  an  essen- 
tial feature  is  the  estimating  of  expenses  and 
the  appropriations  for  each  department  for  the 
year.  In  fact  this  part  of  the  business  might 
,  wall  be  regarded  as  the  backbone  of  the  whole 
.  concern.  If  it  were  not  attended  to,  if  no 
estimate  was  made  and  money  paid  out  in 
different  directions  just  as  the  demand  arose, 
tne  result  would  be  chaos  and  the  whole 
enterprise  would  collapse  in  ruin.  Everybody 
is  quite  able  to  see  this  in  regard  to  great 
enterprises,  but  when  conditions  are  limited  to 
tha  size  of  a  farm  or  a  household,  they  are 
supposed  by  many  people  to  have  chaaged  so 
radically  as  not  to  apply.  But  that  the  same 
principles  do  apply  in  the  small  instence  as  in 
the  larfe  Is  (Remonstrated  in  every  community. 
Bookkeeping  isn't  everything,  one  can't  grow 
strawberries  or  wheat  from  a  neat  leather- 
bound  folio,  but  as  an  adjunct  to  the  cultural 
aide  of  the  farm  it  is  absolutely  indispensable. 

These  reflccti(Mis  have  arisen  from  contem- 
■^  plating  the  approach  of  Winter  with  its  in- 
evitable demands  for  extra  fead  of  which  this 
year  there  is  in  many  cases  but  scanty  store 
,  owing  to  the  drv  growing  season.     It  is  in 
.  just  such  conditions  that  sacrifices  are  made 
by  the  enforced  selling  of  stock  or  by  cutting 
down  rations  to  the  detriment  of  the  animals 
^  themselves  and  moat  certahily  to  their  off- 
spring.   This  is  imderstood  by  every  farmer, 
but  while  he  regrets  the  necessity  he  frequent- 
.  ly  ia-not,  or  feda  that  he  ia  not  in  a  poettion 
,  to  meet  the  extra  expense  necessary  to  avoid 
it.     Yet  after  all  bad  seasons  are  common 
enough  and  they  can  be  met  in  a  reasonable 
■way  simply  by  establishing  an  emergency  fund 
as  a  fixed  charge  upon  the  farm  revenue.  It 
is  here  where  some  system  of  estimating  ex- 
jienscs  jirovea  its  usefulness.    If  the  farm  i*! 
mortgaged  or  rented,  for  instance,  the  amount 
due  »  known  and  provided  for.  Similarly 
other  expenses  like  wages  for  the  hired  man 
and  the  extra  help  in  harvest  can  be  estimated, 
but  before  the  estimatca  are  closed  an  emer- 
gency fund  must  be  reckoned  with  and  pro- 
vided for  as  rigidly  as  taxes  or  interest;  only 
after  that  has  been  done  can  the  profits  of  the 
year  go  to  new  buiWUnfB,  motor  car  or  gramo- 
phone ! 

What  constitutes  an  cmeijgency  of  course 
is  of  elastic  interpretetion.  The  right  Use  of 
the  fund  will  be  determined  by  the  individual 
character,  but  undoubtedly  wherC  permanent 
loaa  is  possible  through  cramped  means  at  any 
piven  time,  such  might  justlV  be  regarded  as 
an  emergency  to  be  avoided  if  possible,  and 
great  win  be  the  comfort  and  relief  of  the  far- 
sighted  farmer  who  has  provided  for  it.  Need- 
less to  say  of  course  the  money  must  be  paid 
back  to  the  fund  with  the  same  scrupulous  care 
with  which  it  would  be  refunded  to  a  bank, 
but  where  the  principle  is  once  established  its 
usefulness  will  be  too  real  to  be  lightly  sacri- 
ficed.   The  Winter  season,  when  active  work

Plants 

TliERK  are  jjardcncrs  and  gardeners; 
some  love  the  artistic  aspect  of  garden- 
ing best,  some  'prefer  what  may  be 
called  plant-craft,  which  is  to  say.  the  raising 
of  the  largest  and  most  superb  things  of  their 
class.  Thus  the  first  set  ot  gardeners  will  de- 
light in  a  \'>cll  .irrati'^rd  proup  of  chrysanthr- 
Mume  of  fair  size,  while  the  others  will  sacri- 
Ike  *n  elec  to  a  mohster-hloom  that  exeecds 

one-half  of  an  inch  any  fluwrr  on  rrconl 
'Jllote  allied  to  this  type  of  mtnd  than  the  hrst 
^%1lie  lover  of  the  ackntifk  ispect,  the  man 
who  desires  to  produce  something  never  heard 
6f  before.  When  this  class  is  adorned  by  such 
name  as  the  famous  Luther  Burbenk  or  our 
Utiwn  Dr.  Saviti.  of  the  Dominion  Experi- 
"'Vnental  Ptmi»  il  aecms  impertinent  to  suQ;est 
'that  in  the  average  scientific  gardener  there  is 
I*  more  or  Ir-^s  recognizable  strain  of  freakish- 
'M^s.  Such  a  mind  should  never  subscribe  to 
'l\>pe's  dictum.  "Whatever  is  is  best."  It  never 
Wsts  content  with  existing  gains,  but  ever 
loaches  forward  to  the  future.  Undeniarbly 
•^be  world  is  the  richer  for  such  restless  aapira- 
fions,  but  surely  the  seed  merchant's  life  is  a 
either  hard  one  when  he  must  stock  from  a 
dozen  to  two  or  three  dosen  different  varieties 
of  seed,  the  product  of  different  enthtisiastic 
hybridists,  where  a  generation  ago  there  were 
but  two  or  three. 

Then  there  is  a  small  class  which  delights 
Un  frcakishness  for  its  own  •akei.  •  To  he  nWe 
to  color  a  fk>wer  pink  which  iwtttre  made 
vkUiite  is  to  such  minds  a  delightful  discovery. 

That  cut 
flowrrs  draw  up  an  amazing  quantitv  of  raois- 
lurc  I*  well  known  to  every  lady  who  6lls  her 
vases  every  momiag.  Therefore  if  any  color- 
*ifig  be  added  to  the  water  it  must. before  long 
become  evident  in  the  flower.  In  this  way 
while  canMltons  may  be  colored  pink  or  green 
accurdioi.'  to  the  Coloring  in  the  water,  Per- 
baps  few  freakish  pranks  with  plants  ha«c  re- 
cerN»d  mch  general  admiraUon  aa  tiny  dwarf 


licta  will, II  iiii.ui*.  via..<lM>i  oi.i  .igt  within  the 
compass  of  a  few  inches  and  which  are  regard- 
ed as  tvpically  Chinese  and  Japanese  produc- 
tions.   Vet  the  process  is  not  in  the  least  be- 
yond the  ikfll  of  anvone  who  l  .        otc  for 
such  experiments     Nature  mdccd  shows  the 
iway  iu  the  crabbed  specimens  of  trees  that 
may  be  teen  growing  under  the  unkind  con- 
(!itioi\s  of  some  rocky  ledge  where  nutriment 
and  moisture  alike  are  scanty.    I'ldlowing  this 
lead  one  plants  the  seed  of  some  sturdy  tree, 
sucli  as  oak  or  fir,  in  a  small  pot  filled  with 
ordinary  soil.   After  the  scecl  had  germinated 
only  enough  water  should  be  given  to  keep 
life  ill  the  plant.    When  the  roots  begin  to  find 
their  way  through  the  hole  in  the  bottom  of 
the  pot  the  ball  of  earth  is  removed  ind  all 
these  explorin^j  roots  pinched  off  and  the  ball 
restored  to  the  pot  again.    In  the  course  of 
two  or  three  yemra  a  mhiii^live  of  a  wizened 
old  tree  may  be  obtained  to  excite  the  de- 
lighted surprise  of  visitors.   It  is  a  quaint  con- 
ceit and  will  appeal  to  some  people,  and  .yet, 
the  gardener  who  has  a  feeling  that  plants  arc 
akin  to  children,  will  not  care  greatlv  for  a 
result  that  is  obtained  through  etarvation  and 
hardship. 

Grafting,  as  is  well  known,  has  greatly 
benehcial  effects  upon  fruit  and  flower,  though 
the  stock  and  the  teion  do  not  combine  their 
forces  to  produce- a  different  sort  of  result,  as 
might  well  be  expected  by"  anyone  unfamiliar 
wiUi  the  subject,  and  as  actually  happens  by 
the  mating  of  flowers,  known  as  hybridising. 
A  curious  result  in  what  might  be  called  a 
form  of  grafting  is.  however,  to  be  obteined  by 
operating  upon  hyacinth  bulbs.  Two  bulbs  of 
Opposite  contrasting  colors  are  taken  and  cut 
down  the  middle,  taking  care  only  not  to  slice 
into  the  actual  heart  or  .small  central  core.  The 
halves  of  each  bulb  containing  this  core  arc 
then  bound  firmly  together  and  planted  in  the 
ordinary  way,  with  the  result  that  the  oddly 
assorted  pair  combine  their  forces  and  send  up 
a  spike  bearing  vari-colored  flowers.  The 
principle  is  applicable  to  other  bulbous 
flowers,  but  it  is  most  striking  in  a  hyacinth. 
Such  an  experiment  could  be  tried  now  by 
anyone  interested  in  it,  with  the  bulbe^that  are 
still  to  be  had  for  Spring  blooming.

llAT  "\'ancoiiver  Island  offers  wonder- 
ful opportunities  to  the  seed  grower 
ia  the  conviction  of  the  superintendent 
of  the  Sidney  Experimental  Station  as  ex 
pressed  in  the  November  number  of  "Season 
able  Hints"  issued  by  the  Dominion  Depart 
ment  of  Agriculture. 

The. superintendent,  Mr.  Straight,  proceeds 
to  say  that  no  finer  seeds  are  produced  any- 
where both  for  color,  size  and  freedom  from 
disease.   The  range  of  seeds  that  have  demon 
strated  this  assertion  is  a  wide  one,  extending 
from  flower  seeds  to  field  crop  seeds,  but  pos- 
sibly from  the  popularity  of  the  flower  the 
sweet  pea  seed  industry  has  attracted  by  far 
the  greatest  public  attention,  and  now  seems 
to  be  established  as  one  of  the  industries  of 
the  Island.    It  is  estimated  that  50  acres  are 
given  to  the  raising  of  sweet  pea  seed  alone. 
At  present  the  Island  grower  uses  much  hand 
labor  in  planting,  caring  for  and  harvesting 
the  seed,  but  the  product  so  far  excels  that  h 
commands  a  higher  price.    Our  great  com- 
petitor IS  California,  where    the    business  is 
carried  on  to  a  much  greater  extent,  being  in 
fact  much  older  than  here.    Owing  to  several 
reasons  however,  wonderful  to  relate,  for  we 
are  painfully  modest  about  our  achievements, 
the  \'ancouver  Island    seed    has    been  pro- 
nounced by  authorities  to  be  greatly  superior 
to  the  southern  product.  The  principal  market 
for  the  Islapd  seed  is  England  and  the  price 
paid  has  been  about  $2.00  per  pound,  according 
to  the  pempUet  quoted. 

The  demand,  however,  if  limited  to  the 
Spencer  varieties,  which,  it  muet  be  said,  do 
not  yield  the  same  quantity  of  aeed  as  does 
the  Grandiflora.  yet  very  good  yields  are  pos- 
sible in  either  case.  At  the  Experimental 
Station  a  yield  has  been  obtained  of  over  700 
pounds  of  Grandiflora  seed  per  acre,  on  land 
of  only  fair  quality,  though  350  pounds  per 
acre  is  considered  a  go<xl  crop  by  moeC 
growers  under  ordinary  field  conditions. 

The  methods  employed  by  the  growers 
vary  much.  Planting  seed  in  the  Autumn  has 
been  generally  abandoned,  while  perhaps  the 
most  common  metho«l  is  to  plant  in  flats  filled 
with  very  light  soil  or  sand  in  early  Spring, 
and  to  transplant  to  the  open  ground  as  early 
as  the  land  can  be  worked.  This  gains  much 
valuable  time,  though  it  entails  more  labor, 
for  if  the  peas  are  not  matured  before  the  wet 
season  the  crop  is  lost.  The  plants  ai-e  spaced 
four,  six,  nine  and  twelve  inches  apart  by  dif- 
ferent gfourers ;  the  ivws  arc  usually  three  feet 
apart.  Cultivation  he>;ins  at  once  after  plant- 
ing, in  some  cases  the  vines  are  supported 
^ile  other  growers  reject  this  plan,  but  much 
depends  u[Km  the  »izc  of  the  vine.  Where 
many  sorts  are  grown,  if  the  vines  are  heavy 
h  if  ahnott  necesaary  to  alick  in  order  to  keep 
the  varieties  separate,  otherwise  it  is  not 
advised.  The  pods  arc  picked  and  placed  in 
bags,  each  beg  ia  liMled  and  threshing  is 
performed  by  pounding  the  bag  with  a  stick 
Then,  after  cleenh^,  the  peas  are  ready  for

are  needed  most,  it  is  equally  certein  that  our 

gardens  would  be  the  poorer  if  thev  lacked 
that  section  known  as  the  broad-leaved  ever- 
greens. It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  at  one 
time  this  class  of  plants  was  termed  Amer- 
ican shrubs  from  the  circumstance  that  the 
rhododendrona,  aaelcat  «nd  other  evergreen 
flower-bearing  shrubs  were  first  brought  into 
England  from  this  continent.  Since  that  day, 
however,  many  other  parte  of  the  world  have 
contributed  to  this  section  of  gardening,  from 
South  Africa  to  the  Himalayas  as  well  as 
China  and  Japan,  affording  extensive  treas- 
ures for  those  who  can  afford  to  form  a  col- 
lection of  these  delightful  things. 

One  eveiyraen  shrub,  though,  indigenous 
in  certein  psrta  of  England,  was  known  ages 
before  Aniericftn  shrubs  were  inteoduced  and 
is  stiU  possibly  the  most  popular  everifreen  of 
all.     This  ia  the  English  holly,  which  has 
proved  so  thoroughly  adapted  to  our  own  cli- 
mate.   Its  rich,  dark  green  leaves  that  ao  «d- 
mirably  set  off  the  flowing  red  berries— a  red 
that  is  periecUy  aatisfying,  having  none  of  the 
yellow  tfttge  of  the  best-known  cotoneaater 
nor  so  sombrely  deep  as  the  hawthorn — is 
one  of  the  chief  adommenU  of  the  garden 
through  more  than  half  the  year,  while  even 
its  prickly  spines  give  a  character  that  no  one 
would  dream  of  sacrificing.    As  most  people 
know,  some  bushes  bear  berries  while  others 
do  not.  but  whether  this  is  due  to  difference 
of  sex,  as  commonly  suspected,  or  to  another 
cause  that  has  been  advanced  by  some  theor- 
ists, need  not  trouble  us  now  since,  luckily, 
bushes  may  be  bought  with  berries  on  them 
for  direct  evidence  that  they  are  the  bearing 
sort.    Also,  authorities  agree  that  it  is  not 
necessary  to  have  a  specimen  of  the  non- 
berried  holly  in  the  vicinity.   There  are  sev- 
eral kinds,  including  the  "^old"  and  "silver" 
kinds,  but  the  type  kind  will  always  be  first 
in  favor.    It  is  noticeable,  however,  that  old 
holly  trees  change  from  spiny  leavea  to  a 
smoother  kind,  or  the  lower  part  of  the  tree 
will  have  smooth  thornless  leaves  while  the 
upper  part  retains  ite  usual  character.  A 
similar  change  takes  place  with  ivy. 

Next  in  familiarity  may  be  grouped  the 
laurels,  under  which  may  be  grouped  the  Eng- 
lish laurel  so  familiar  in  clipped  hedges,  the 
Portugal  laurel  with  darker  leaves  and  much 
more  attractive  in  bush  form  than  the  English 
sort,  it  must  be  said ;  the  bay  laurel  of  classical 
associations,  and  the  evergreen  viburnum, 
known  as  laurustinus,  with  ite  flowers  that 
mildly  brighten  the  Winter  season.  Indis- 
pensable as  these  all  are  in  large  grounds,  they 
must  be  sparingly  used  in  small  gardens,  part- 
ly because  they  tend  to  impoverish  the  ground 
but  chiefly  because  their  place  can  be  filled 
with  more  effective  plants. 

Of  these  one  naturally  thinks  first  of  the 
beautiful  rhododendrons,  which  should  be 
much  more  extensively  used  wherever,  as  in 
town,  ample  moistvlre  can  be  given  in  the  dry 
Summer  season.  Their  preference  is  for  a 
soil  rich  with  leaf-mould  and  lacking  in  lime, 
slightly  acid  in  fact.  Moisture  is  essential 
and  partial  shade  is  a  great  help.  To  plant 
rhododendrons  in  the  glaring  sun  is  to  miss 
the  best  both  in  growth  and  beauty,  which  is 
certainly  increased  under  the  lure  of  a  subdued 
light.  These  shrubs  grow  to  a  great  stae  in 
time,  varying  somewhat  with  the  species,  and 
thev  consequently  should  not  be  planted  close 
together,  eight  feet  apart  ia  quite  near 
enough. 

Akin  to  these  noble  evergreens  are  kal- 
mias,  and  azaleas,  of  which  the  Japanese 
Hiitodegiri  ia  an  evergreen,  bearing  its  flowers 
very  early  and  is  altogether  a  very  desirable 
shrub.  Camelias  also  should  be  grown  more 
extensively  in  Victoria,  their  magnificent 
blooms  amidst  handsome  foliage  are  almost 
startling  when  seen  in  earliest  Spring.  There 
are  both  double  and  aingle  sorts,  and 'rather 
curiously  each  has  its  staunch  champions  who 
scorn  the  other.  The  same  soil  con<litions 
and  exposure  which  have  been  noted  in  regard 
to  rhododendrons  apply  to  th^ae  shrubs  also. 

Lovely,  low-growing  shrubs  are  the  ericas 
or  heathcra.  of  which  there  is  a  very  large 
family  having  relations  in  all  parts  of  the 
world.  The  dainty  Scotch  heather  will  always 
be  first  In  the  hearts  of  one  race,  but  the  gar- 
dener will  desire  more  than  iual  one  sort. 
E.    Mediterranea    is   a   well-known  heath. 
Dense  grooving,  it  is  covered  with  small  pink 
flowers  in  eariy  Spring.   I'.,  carnca  has  flowers 
of  deeper  tone.     E.  multiflora   has  purple 
flowers  and  blooms  in  Summer,  and  forms, 
like  the  others,  a  goo«^l  edging  to  beds  of 
aaaleas  and   rhododendrons.     Many  of  the 
heaths,  however,  will  do  with  very  limited 
moisture  and  would  do  admirably  for  a  ilfcteb 
of  ground  where  it  is  not  possible  or  desirable 
to  do  much  watering.    For  such  purpose  the 
Cistus  or  rock  rose  is  also  valuable.    This  is 
an  evergreen  bearing  a  profusion  of  flowers 
like  single  roaea.   There  ate  many  soru.  but 
particularly  desirable  is  ledwiliiiiiua  nikcti- 
latus,  which  is  strongly  aromatic  and  bears 
large  white  flowers  with  a  crimson  spot  at  the 
baie  of  each  petal.    A  small  evergreen  shrub 
that  should  be  in  every  garden  is  Daphne 
ceorum.    It  growa  elowly  and  baa  white 
llowtn  of  del%htf«l  fragrance  in  early  Spring.

servitude  to  selfishness.  Only  when  they  lie 
outside  us.  as  ornaments  merely  to  he  worn 
or  laid  aside  as  ^iod  pleases — only  then  may 
such  things  be  puasessed  with  impunity.— 
Fro«d» 


.\11  implements  when  not  in  u.>c  shouUl  be 
under  cover  and  not  left  exposed  to  the  in- 
fluence of  the  weather.  A  machine  or  imple- 
tmmt  ahod  need  not  be  an  elaborate  affair.  If 
it  can  be  wholly  doaed,  SO  much  the  better. 
It  should  be  convenientlv  aituated,  and  the 
front  ahould  consist  largely  of  roller  doors,  so 
that  anv  implement  can  readily  be  obtained. 
As  to  the  arranging  of  the  various  imple- 
ments, a  binder  being  used  practicallpr  at  one 
season  of  the  year,  may  be  stored  m  a  far 
corner,  leaving  space  nearer  the  door  for  mow- 
ers, plou^s  and  other  implemente  uted  »t 
various  times  throughout  the  aeaaon. 

A  stitch  iu  time  saves  nine,  and  many  an 
expensive  repair  item  might  be  aaved  by  re- 
pairing a  machine  at  the  first  appearance  of 
trouble.  When  implements  are  taken  out  they 
should  be  looked  over  carefully,  nute  tight- 
ened, adjustments  and  trivial  repairs  made, 
which,  if  left,  might  develop  no  end  of  trouble. 
Par  too  little  machine  oil  ta  used,  causing  ex 
cessive  wearing  on  bearings  and  castings,  and 
wotting  untold  injury  on  the  machine.  A  coat 
of  pahtt  not  only  adds  to  the  appeaimnoe.  but 
greatlv  prolongs  the  life  of  both  wood  and 
iron.  Polished  surfaces,  such  as  ploughsliares 
and  mould  boards,  ahould  be  smeared  with 
grease  or  painted  with  kerbttttc  and  lamp  black 
when  not  in  use.  . 

A  good  farmer  muet  be  a  good  mechanic, 
more  especially  if  he  operates  tractors  and 
other  large  machinery,  otherwise  his  repair 
items  will  be  high,  and  the  usefulness  of  the 
tractor  or  machine  greatly  impaired.  If  pos- 
sible avail  yourself  of  some  course  at  a  tractor 
school,  and  become  familiar  with  the  intrica- 
cies of  your  motor.  In  this  way  you  will  ob- 
tain better  service,  and  the  repair  items  and 
mechanics'  billa  will  be  reduced  to  a  minimuin. 

A  workshop,  with  a  small  forge  and  anvil, 
and  some  good  tools  for  both  wood  and  iron, 
is  a  great  convenience,  and  indeed  a  necessity 
on  many  farms.  Having  this,  many  repairs 
and  adjustments  can  be  made,  ploughshares 
pointed  and  sharpened,  and  a  hoat  of  Other 
things  done  that  wouW  necessitate  a  trip  10 
the  local  blacksmith  or  machine  shop. 

No  one  takes  more  pride  than  the  owner 
of  a  well-ordered  and  cared-for  farm  where 
there  is  a  place  for  everythihg  and  everything 
in  its  dUcc.— R.  G.  Newton,  Superintendent, 
Bxpcrimentel  Statioo.

Brisk  Inquiry  for  Holsteins 
From  Abroad 

DURING  a  period  of  two  weeks  inquiries 
have  been  received  in  Onterio  for  good- 
sized  consignments  of  Holsteins  from 
England,  Ireland  and  Trinidad.  Thcprospec- 
tive  buyer  in  Ireland  wante  from  50  to  100 
heifers  from  dams  with  authentic  records  of 
at  least  10,000  lbs.  milk.  The  Enclish  inauirer 
desirea  25  to  50  heifers  from  12,000  to  15,000- 
Ib.  dams,  and  Trinidad  is  lookiiigfor  two  bulls 
and  six  heifcers  with  at  least  9.000-lb.  backing. 

It  will  be  observed  that  ttua  demand  from 
other  countries  almost  invariably  requires 
yearly  record  stock,, not  necessarily  high  rec- 
ord stuff,  but  with  such  records  behind  it  as 
can  be  made  under  average  farm  conditions. 
In  order  to  meet  this  demand  our  breeders 
-  should  take  more  adVantege  of  the  Record 
of  Performance  test  by  putting  in  their  entire 
herds.  It  is  surely  better  to  have  fifteen  or 
twenty  cows  with  records  of  12j000  to  15.000 
lbs.  made  under  normal  conditions  than  one 
20.000-lb.  cow  forced  to 'the  limit  of  pro- 
duction. 

This  test  costs  the  breeder  practically 
nothing,  while  the  extra  labor  enteiled  tn  mak- 
ing records  under  average  conditions  le  very 
small.  Yet  these  records  are  just  the  sort 
the  foreign  buyer  wants  behind  the  aoimels 
that  he  purchases. 


Free  Distribution  <rt  Grain 


A FREE  distribution  of  superior  sorts  of 
grain  will  be  made  during  the  coming 
Winter  to  Caa*dian  laMMra  hy  the 
Cereal  Diviskm  of  the  Experimental  Farms 
Branch.  Ottawa.  The  samples  will  consist  of 
Spring  wheat  (.nbout  tivc  i>ounds).  white  oati 
(about  four  pounds),  barley  (about  five 
pounds),  field  peas  (not  garden  peaa— «bout 
five  pounds),  field  beana  (about  two  pounds), 
flax  for  aeed  and  lUx  lor  ftbie  (about  two 
pounds). 

Tlic  Cereal  Division  of  the  Experimental 
Farms  Branch  has  improved  many  of  the  old 
varieties  of  grain  and  intrfKluced  many  new 
varieties  The  best  of  them  have  been  multi- 
plied and  propagated  under  direct  supervision 
of  responittkle  officers  on  the  Experimental 
Farms  both  Fast  and  West.  This  seed  will 
form  the  bulk  stock  from  which  the  various 
samples  will  be  taken,  lite  aeed  is  therefore 
the  purest  and  best  that  is  obtainable.  Of 
some  of  the  more  recent  introductions  there 
is  only  a  limited  eupply.  so  it  would  be  advu- 
able  to' apply  aa  toon  ai  possible  for  these. 

Among  the  grains  for  distribution  will  be 
found  the  Liberty  huUess  oat.  an  oat  that  m 
e3^cellent  tor  human  use,  and  to  a  limited  ex- 
tent for  young  livestock.    Among  the  wheats, 
the  most  outstending  for  distribution  will  bo 
the  Ruby  wheat,  a  wheat  that  ripena  from 
ei^'lit  to  trn  days  earlier  than  Marquis,  and  is 
suital>ie  for  districts  where  Marquis  ia  not 
early  enough.   This  year  among  the  barlQra 
will  be  found  Chariottctown  No.  80.   This  is 
a  two-rowed  barley    that  has  a  tendcocy  to 
drop  its  awns.  The  supply  of  this  variety  M 
very  limited.    We    hope    also  to  distribute 
Himalayan  bariey,  a  hulless  variety  which  is 
a  good  vielder  and  suiteble  for   young  live- 
stock,  'fhere  will  be  only  one  variety  of  peas 
for  distribution,  namely,  Mackay  Ottawa  25, 
which  is  a  main  crop  pea  and  not  auited  to  dif- 
tricts  where  early  frosts  occur. 

The  object  of  ^  diatribution  is  twofold— 
first,  that  the  farmer  may  get  a  small  sample 
of  good  seed  to  start  his  seed  plot;  second,  that 
the  Ctreal  Division  may  find  out  how  their 
improved  grains  will  behave  under  various 
conditions  of  soil  and  climate.  Therefore  it  is 
necesaary  that  all  the  information  asked  for 
on  the  application  form  should  be  fully 
answered.  This  also  holds  true  with  the  re- 
•  port  forma  whidi  each  man  is  asked  to  fill  out 
alter  h«  haa  grown  the  aample. 

.\pplication  must  be  made  on  a  printed 
form  which  will  be  supplied  by  the  Cereal 
Division,  Central  Experimentel  Farm,  Ot- 
tewa.  (No  postage  is  required  on  letters  so 
addressed.)  No  application  forms  will  be 
supplied  after  February  15, 1%3.  Farmers  are 
advised  to  send  at  once  for  forms  in  order  not 
to  be  dlMppointed,  as  in  some>  cases  the  stock 
it  limited.  The  alk>tment  of  samples  will  be 
made  in  order  of  application.  Only  one 
sample  will  be  sent  to  a  farm. — Cereal  Divi- 
sion. Central  Experimentel  Farm,  Ottewa, 
Onterio.

of  Sheep 


THE  age  of  sheep  may  be  determined 
fairly  accurately  by  means  of  the  teeth. 
Sheep  are  classified  lambs  up  to  12 
months  old.  During  this  pericwl  lambs  have 
temporary  or  milk  teeth,  which  are  distin- 
guished from  the  permanent  teeth  by  their 
being  narrow,  smail  and  of  a  pure  white  color. 

At  about  one  year  the  firat  pair  of  perma^n- 
cnt  incisors  replaces  the  central  pair  of  milk 
teeth  on  the  lower  jaw.  (Sheep  have  no  in- 
cisors on  the  upper  jaw.)  These  permanent 
teeth  are  wider  and  k>nger  and  of  a  yellow- 
ish color. 

When  two  years  old  the  second  pair  of 

permanent  incisors  replaces  the  next  outer 
pair  of  milk  teeth.  At  three  years  the  third 
appears,  and  at  the  end  of  lour  years  the  aheep 
has  four  pairs  of  permanent  teeth,  or  a  "full 
mouth."  Sheep  are  said  to  reach  maturity  at 
this  time. 

After  the  "full  mouth"  period  is  reached 
the  onlv  means  of  telling  the  age  is  by  the  de- 
gree of  wearing,  and  sometimes  the  protrud- 
ing' of  the  teeth.  After  about  six  years  .nheep 
begin  to  k>se  their  teeth  and  are  spoken  of  as 
"broken-mouthed"  or  "gummera.**  Such 
sheep  cannot  pick  up  a  living  t>n  the  range, 
but  if  they  are  put  on  alfalfa,  or  even  used  to 
clean  up  the  wjwte  of  the  average  farm,  they 
will  be  good  for  two  or  three  more  crops  of 
lamba  before  they  outlive  their  usefulness.

Insecte  WW  establish  themseivcaon 
the  stems  and  leaves  ahnoat  before  you  know 
it  The  umc  the  case  with  mildrw,  rust,  etc., 
unless  a  sharp  lookout  is  kept  Sec  that  plenty 
of  aunshine,  ventilation  and  moiature  are  sup- 
plied to  the  wifMlow  pUnts.  Whcire  the  pUnts 
tend  to  grow  too  much  to  sterna  and  leaves 
and  not  to  blooms,  the  pinching  back  of  the 
ghoots  will  often  prove  beneficial.  .See  that  all 
the  flower  pote  afford  ample  dramage  so  as 
not  to  have  sour  soil.  Keep  a  <  v  .stcb  on 
the  window

NE  hundred  pounds  of  normal  milk  con- 
Uins  on  the  average  .75  pounds  of  min- 
eral matter,  so  that  a  cow  giving  up- 
wards of  40  pounds  of  milk  daily  is  producing 
about  5  ounces  of  mineral  matter  daily.  In 
addition  to  the 'mineral  matter  nteessary  for 
milk  production,  a  considerable  quantity  is 
needed  for  the  proper  development  of  the 
fetus,  especiallv  during  the  last  few  meiidia  of 
pregnancy.  The  ordinary  Winter  or  stable 
ration  which  a  cow  receives  during  the  flush 
of  the  milk  flow  may  not  provide  nlnerala  in 
sufficient  quantity  to  supply  the  above  de- 
mand, and,  consequently,  a  call  is  made  upon 
that  stored  in  th^  body,  mainly  in  the  bones. 
If  the  supply  stored  up  in  the  body  becomes 
depleted,  tne  milk  flow  will  be  adversely  af- 
fected, for  Nature  will  not  alter  the  compo- 
sition of  the  milk  nor  interrtmt  the  bodilv 
functions  of  the  mother  or  the  development 
of  the  fetus.  Arguing  on  this  basis,  it  may 
be  raid  that  the  Mipply  of  mineral  matter 
might  well  be  a  limfting  factor  in  milk  pro- 
duction. 

'  As  a  general  rule,  especially  in  Summer 
dairying,  the  ration  supplies  all  the  minerals 
necesaary,  but  in  cases  of  extra  heavy  produc- 
tion, combined  with  advanced  pregnancy;  of 
Winter  rations  an<lr  on  soils  the   crops  from 
which  are  deficient  in  mineral  matter,  a  aup- 
pLemcntary  mineral  ration  may  be  necesaary. 
Crass  supplies  mineral  matter  in  good  quan- 
tity and  in  readily  available  form,  so  ili  •( 
long  as  good  pasture  is  available  a  su^p  ,>  <>i 
mineral  matter  is  guaranteed.    It  is  when  the 
grass  gets  short,  or  when  Winter  feeding  com- 
mences, that  substittues  for  natural  miremU 
must  be  provided.  Feed*  rich  in  minenia  may 
well  l>e  consi'lr^fd  ''■■.■•I.  »in<  e  thrr  •   ir.  «.->me 
which  are  also  good  dairy  fectl:*.  thr  <  r.t  (.Hid- 
ing ones  being  bran  and  '.cgume^,  such  as  al- 
falfa and  red  and  aUike  rlov<-.

The  Tsar  \^  * 
only  Tsar  of  all  the  Kussias;  he  was  the  Lutlc 
Father,'  and,  as  such,  was  almost  delAM.  And 
yet  his  murder  called  forth  lu)  such  expressions 
uf  horror  as  one  would  expect  11*001  a  devout 
people  who  revered  their  <rijler  alnost  at  a 
aaint. 

"The  Church  provrd  to  be  powerless  to 
check,  much  less  to  guide,  the  forces  of  revo- 
lution. All  it  could  do  was  to  take  the  posi- 
tion of  passive  protest,  wlii(  h  Gandhi  ii  '  ' 
has  made  famous.  But  even  the  huge  |  a  a  ^ 
of  Protestants  against  the  Bolshevist  cru-  yi 
upon  the  Church  proved  quite  ineffectual.  The 
priests  were  denounced  as  parasites,  and  set 
to  menial  labor.  The  chotch  bttildingS,  which 
used  to  be  crowded  to  the  doors  on  Sundays 
by  unusuAlly  devout  congregations,  were  Ml 
many  places  confiscated  by  the  Soviet  aMS 
turned  into  barracks  for  the  Red  Axinj. 

"At  the  present  time  in  Russia  the  Church 
has  no  status  with  the  Government  It  is 
dealt  with  as  any  other  private  organization. 
The  'religious  freedom'  granted  by  the  SoviW 
Government  means  about  as  much  as  the  'free- 
dom of  the  Press'  which  flourishes  in  the  land. 
The  people  J^rc  free  to  support  the  Bolshevist 
Government,  and  to  worship  as  they  please,  so 
lon^  as  the  pHests  are  loyal  to  the  Communist 
regime.  But  even  the  Bolshevtki  are  unable 
to  drive  relijjion  out  of  the  hearts  of  the  RuS| 
sian  people.  With  the  gteat  masses  of  the 
people  't  is  the  only  remaining  link  with  tiia 
past  and  the  only  guaranty  for  the  future. 

"The  priests  of  the  Orthodox  Church  have 
in  their  hands  one  of  the  most  powerful  instru- 
roentu  in  Russia ;  and  it  may  be  that  they  will 
learn  how  to  use  it  so  as  to  bring  better  days 
to  that  unhappy  land. 

"The  future  of  the  churches  depends  upon 
their  ability  to  convince,  not  only  the  intellec- 
tuals, but  the  Socialist  workingmen  as  well, 
that  theirs  is  the  organization  best  fitted  to  in 
culcatc  the  spirit  of  the  Nazarcne  in  the  life  of 
the  nation  and  in  the  life  of  Buropc."

between  ths  two  parts  of  the  Province.  They 
are  even  less  familiar  with  the  fact  that  the 
Royal  proclamation  niakijig  Victoria  the 
capital  of  the  united  colonies,  announced  under 
date  of  May  25,  1868,  was  tenutive  in  its 
terms,  stating  only  that  "From  and  after  the 
date  hereof  and  until  otherwise  appointed  by 
Her  ssid  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  the  City  of 
Victoria  shall  be  deemed  the  capital  and  seat 
of  government  for  the  united  colonies." 
Thoegh  all  this  history  is  mstter  of  record,  it 
docs  not  tell  how  the  *itc  of  the  capital  was 
"hxed"  at  Victoria,  nor  how  the  quslihcation 
"mittt  otherwise  M»pohited  bv  Her  Majesty, 
or  Her  successors,  etc.,  in  the  prodanaatiM 
was  deprived  of  its  possible  sting. 

An  Important  Measure 

For  this  information  one  must  go  to  the 
records  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Province  for  the  year  1893.  At  that  session  a 
message  from  His  Honor  was  received  recom- 
mending Bill  No.  55,  "An  Act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  erection  of  new  Parliament 
Buildings  for  the  accommodation  oi  the 
Provincial  Legislature  and  public  de- 
partments." This  Bill  was  read  a  first 
time  on  Kfarch  10  and  finally  passed  on 
April  12.  At  that  time  Hon.  Theodore  Davie 
held  portfolios  of  Premier,  Attorney-General 
and  Provincial  Secretary.  In  moving  the 
seoohd  reading  of  the  Bill  referred  to.  Premier 
Davie  laid  all  his  cards  on  the  table,  calling 
attention  to  the  tentative  character  of  the 
proclamation  of  1868,  admonishing  the  House 
with  one  of  his  chief  reasons  for  the  support 
of  the  messure  that  it  would  "anchor  the 
capital  at  Victoria." 

Gefierall^  the  public  understand  that  Par- 
liament Buildings  ^re  the  headquarters  of 
legislative  authority.  That  the  admlnistrstlve 
work  carried  on  in  the  departments  and  public 
offices  within  these  buildings  is  almost  as  im- 
portant as  the  legislative  functions  therein  ex- 
ecuted is  not  so  well  undfrstood.  Standing  in 
mute  admiration  of  the  architectural  pile,  the 
average  taxpayer  has  no  real  conception  of  the 
inip'>rtnnce  and  magnitude  of  the  functions 
performed  by  executive  officials  and  civil 
servants  who  constitute  the  machinery  by 
which  the  will  of  the  people  is  carried  into 
effect.  Wandering  along  its  right-angled  cor- 
ridors, up  and  down  its  marble  stairways, 
reading  the  signs  on  innumerable  walnut  de- 
partmental doors,  he  is  barren  of  even  a  gen- 
eral Idea  of  what  departmental  functions  mean. 
Passing  through  these  corridors  once  with  a 
heavy  taxpayer  from  an  outpost  of  the 
Province,  the  writer  came  to  a  (foor  slated 
"private." 

"Secret  Places" 

"Now  here."  said  the  fanner,  "is  a  door 
marked  'private.'  I  suppose  that  means  some- 
thing going  on  in  there  that  nobody  is  to 
know  about.-'"  It  so  happened  that  it  was,  at 
that  time,  one  of  those  very  offices,  though  I 
shall  not  tell  the  publii:  which  one.  So  far  as 
general  understanding  or  apureciation  of  what 
IS  going  on  in  departmental  offices  obtains, 
many  more, 'if  not  most,  of  th/sp  might  be 
labeled  "private."  Scarcely  a  member  of  the 
Legislature  is  Informed  in  all  the  details  of 
administration.

Against  this  outlay  there  is  a  credit  of 
$27,4^4.43  earned  by  the  various  fee-collecting 
branches  of  the  department. 

Probably  the  most  important  branch  of  the 
department  is  the  Horticultural  Section.  This 
is  manned  by  one  Provincial  and  four  distrkt 
horticulturists,  aided  by  seven  fifld  inspectors. 
Field  experts  give  instruction  and  make 
demonstrations  in  pruning,  graftit>g,  spraying 
and  control  of  fruit  pests.  They  snswer  calls 
from  outlying  districts  much  as  a  physician 
responds  to  summons  from  patients,  dealing 
witii  individual  and  recalcitrant  esses  of  pests. 
They  establish  experimental  plots  to  discover 
improved  treatments  for  scab  and  fungus  His- 
eascs  Ih  fhilU  They  conduct  experiments  with 
cover  crops,  deciding  for  each  locality,  accord- 
ing to  its  climatic  and  soil  conditions,  whether 
alfalfa,  vetch  or  some  other  cover  Is  best 
adapted. 

Closely  associated  with  this  branch  is  an- 
other active  in  the  inspection  of  imported  and

invasion  of  new  markf  ^  '  '  Is.  Under  this 
branch,  provision  is  made  aldo  for  the  inspoc- 
tion  and  certification  of  exported  horticultural 
products.  Carloads  of  potatoes  and  fruits 
obtain  a  clean  bill  of  health,  acceptable  any- 
where, so  that  producers  are  protected  from 
the  danger  of  rejection  of  their  shipments  for 
allied  causes  undei  ''os  head. 

Protection  lu;  Livestock 
Turning  from  the  pioducts  of  the  soil  to 
the  animal  branches  of  agricultural  activity, 
a  Livestock  and  Veterinary  Branch  of  the 
department,  through  its  veterinary  inspectors, 
keeps  a  sharp  lookout  for,  and  institutes  tests 
to  detect,  the  symptoms  of  tubercular  affec- 
tion among  dairy  herds.  Where  reaction 
f.-om  the  tesu  indicate  disease,  tiM  infected 
animals  are  destroyed,  and  compensation,  in 
many  cases,  is  uaid  for  the  loss  sustained.  The 
amount  eapended  in  such  compensation  last 
year  is  stated  earlier  in  this  article.  Dairy 
barns,  equipment,  machinery,  etc.,  also  fall 
under  caresnl  inspection,  the  avowed  purpose 
of  the  department  being  the  eradication  of 
that  fearful  plague  s«o  easily  commufUcsted  to 
iNonas  bodies,  tuberculoeis.

CUiuii^es  and  Kccuo- 
stniction 


KENNETH  D.  MILLiiK  has  a  notable 
article  in.  The  .\tlantic  Monthly  on 
"Revolutionizing  Religion  in  Europe." 
He  begins  by  calling  attention  to  this  re- 
maritablrtact: 

"Tbat,  in  all  the  discussion  which  has  taken 
place  concerning  the  reconstruction  of  Europe, 
but  little  has  been  said  concerning  the  part 
that  religion  might  play  in  it. 

"At  Versailles  new  political  boundaries 
were  drawn,  new  Sutes  esUblished,"  he  sajs. 
"At  Genoa,  and  again  at  the  Hague,  tM  MO- 
nomic  reconstruction  of  Europe  was  under 
discussion.  But  there  has  been  no  conference 
cooceminff  the  reUgiotu  reconstruction  of 
Europe.  Nor.  apparently,  has  any  great  weight 
been  attached  by  students  oi  European  affairs 
to  the  influence  of  organised  religion.  The 
natural  inference  is  that  such  influence  as  the 
Church  exercises  upon  the  destinies  of  the 
nations  of  Europe  today  is  insignificant  and 
negligible. 

Is  That  Power  Cone? 
"If  this  be  true,  a  momentous  change  has 

taken  place,  which,  in  itself,  would  be  worthy 
of  attention  and  study.    For  nowhere  in  the 
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exported  horticultural  i>roduct3.  This  is  cen- 
tred in  Vancouver,  as,  chiefly,  imports  and 
exports  focalite  ft  thtt  port.  Their  examina- 
tions assure  purchasers  that  fruits,  and  par- 
ticularly nursery  stock,  are  free  from  pests 
and  diseases.  The  brandh  operates  s  capa- 
cious fumigation  plant  St  Vancouver  and  a 
smaller  one  in  Victoria.  Lately  its  activities 
have  been  extended  to  include  examination  of 
grains,  as  it  was  found  that  corn  and  rice  de- 
teriorated in  quality,  sometimes  carrying  in- 
sect pests,  was  being  shipped  into  the  country. 
The  theory  justifying  the  maintenance  of  this 
branch  is  the  old  one  that  prevcntioh  is  better 
than  cure.  Arresting  infectfon  at  the  door  is 
cheaper  than  chasing  it  out  of  the  orchard. 
Conflict  With  Pests 

In  spite  of  thess  precautions,  It  has  been 
found  thst  nesrly  every  country  evolves  irult 

and  grain  pests  peculiar  to  itself.  New  blights 
are  being  discovered  continually,  and  to  cope 
with  these  a  department  of  Entomology  and 
Plant  Pathology  has  been  organized.  Under 
this  branch  a  complete  twentieth  century 
laboratory  has  been  founded  at  Vernon.  In 
this  the  life  history  of  destructive  insects  is 
worked  out  so  that  efficient  eradicative  pro- 
cesses may  be  discovered.  Plant  diseases  also 
are  diagnosed  and  remedial  agents  or  meas- 
ures sought.  At  the  present  time  onion  thrips, 
a  species  of  small  weevil  immensely  destruc* 
tive  of  young  onk>ns,  occupies  the  centre  of 
interest.  Cabbage  root  grubs  have  been  all 
but  banished  through  the  i^rvcstigations  of 
this  department.  ' 

A  somewhat  differentiated  hranch  of  the 
department  takes  up  the  wider  responsibility 
Of  the  "Control  of  Fruit  Pests.*  Whenever 


work.  This  is  effected  chiefly  by  means  of 
lectures  on  poultry  farming  in  all  its  branches, 
vsrieties  of  birds,  construction  of  hen  houses, 
bird  foods,  and  the  conduct  of  poultry  farms 
gen^slly.  Individual  instruction  is  given 
when  r^Mjttested,  and  inspection  of  flocks  made 
for  diseases  or  other  conditk»ns  necessitating 
expert  advice. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Soil  and  Crop 
Division  of  the  department  particular  atten- 
tion is  paid  to  field  crops,  soil  peculiarities, 
and  varieties  of  seed  adapted  to  soil  and  cli- 
matic conditions.  Physical  analysis  of  new 
and  old  soils  is  made  on  the  ground,  and 
where  chemical  analysis  is  necessary  the  de- 
partment co-operates  with,  the  mineralo^cal 
department  to  determine  peculiar  (jualities. 
Many  farmers  are  saved  years  of  disappoint- 
ment by  reason  of  information  or  advice  given 
by  the  experts  of  this  branch  respecting  the 
tra\:tability  or  otherwise  of  soils  on  their  fields 
of  operation. 

In  order  to  give  the  widest  application  to 
this  feature  of  the  work,  a  branch  operates 
with  two  district  agriculturists,  whose  com- 
mission is  a  roving  one,  their  work  being  to 
find  out  things  in  out-of-the-way  places  far 
from  headquarters.  These  men  are  all-round 
agriculturists,  who  give  instruction  on  mixed 
farming  and  generally  meet  local  demands  in 
matters  requiring  direct  examination  and  ex- 
pert advice.

dominant  part  in  the  making  of  history  as  in 
the  BritiM  Isles  mad  on  thd  Continent  of 

Europe. 

"The  Protestant  churches  of  Germany  and 
England,  heirs  of  the  Reformation,  and  the 
Greek  Orthodox  churches  in  Russia,  .^erbia, 
Rumania  and  Bulgaria  have,  as  well  as  the 
Vatican,  exercised  a  very  retl  'temporal 
power,'  in  that  their  influence  over  temporal 
affairs  has  1>cen  in  many  cases  determining. 

^'li  that  power  gone,  snd  has  that  inf  Inence 
been  dissipsted,  so  thst  we  can  nor^  afford  to 
ignore  rel^ious  questions  in  disctissing  Euro-' 
pean  affairs? 

Four  Great  Centres 

"The  Greek  Orthodox  Church  of  Russia  is 
destined  to  play  a  much  more  important  part 
in  the^  Settlement  of  that  Vexed  question  than 
is  indicated  in  the  reports  of  the  confiscation 
for  famine  purposes  of  the  gold  and  jewels  of 
tbe  cathedfils.  Such  really  insignificant  inci- 
dents are  given  wide  publicity,  but  we  hear 
nothing  of  the  grip^ which  the  Russian  Church 
still  has  upon  the  Hearts  of  the  meujiks.  The 
Bolsheviki  hax-e  called  religion  an  opiate  ;  they 
may  hnd  it  to  be  a  stimulant  to  the  conscience 
of  the  Russian  people,  productive  of  effects 
most  disagreeable  to  them. 

"The  storm-centre  in  Central  Europe  today 
is  Hungary.  The  political  events  of  the  past 
year  in  that  country  have  kept  the  neighbor- 
ing states  in  almost  constant  process  of  mobil- 
isation, and  have  consequently  considerablv 
delayed  a  rsturn  to  'normalcy'  in  that  part  of 
the  worhl.  But  the  political  future  of  Hun- 
gary will  be  determined  by  the  forces  of  or- 
ganized religion,  voting  enbloc.  the  general 
alignment  being  Roman  Catholic  (Hapsburg 
royalists)  versos  Protestants  and  jews,  who 
arc  working  for  a  non-Hajisburg  constitutional 
monarchy — preferably  with  Admiral  Horthy, 
a  Protestant,  as  king — or  fur  s  democratic 
form  of  government. 

"The  political  situation  in  Jugoslavia  is 
most  complicated,  and  not  altogether  reassur- 
ing; and  here  again  one  of  the  dominant  fac- 
tors is  organized  religion.  The  Serbs  are 
Greek  Orthodox  to  the  c^re ;  but  the  Croatian* 
and  Slovenians,  who  are  now  included  in  th^ 
enlarged  king'lom.  are  e<jually  ardent  Roman 
Catholics.  Serbs  and  Croats  speak  the  same 
language,  only  nsinfr  dinesettt  slphabets ;  the^ 
are  of  the  same  racial  stock,  but  religion  di- 
vides them.  This  is  one  of  the  reasoos  why 
the  Croats  are  now  playing  the  role  of  oh* 
f^tructionist"'.  and  threatenmg  the  unity  of  the 
new  state.  Again,  Jugoslavia  includes  among 
its  peoples  thensnndi  61  MeinwiiiiPtini  Iw 
Bosnia  and  Herzegovina,  who  also  form  a  po- 
litical as  well  as  a  religious  bloc. 

"Aplin,  in  Cseehoriovpkia,  the  religious 
question  has  to  be  taken  into  consideration  in 
dealing  with  the  mooted  -qucslion  of  sutooomy 
for  Slovakia,  where  the  Catholics  are  separ* 
atists  and  the  PrrttrsUnts  unionists,  and  with 
the  disposition  of  Russinia,  where  the  popola- 
Uon  is  of  the  Greek  Catholic  and  Grrsek  Ortho- 

Churdi  and  State 

"The  relTgious  question  in  Europe  would 
seem,  therefore,  to  l»e  of  some  importance  ;  and 
s  study  of  the  religious  life  of  new  Europe 
should  be  not  only  interesting  but  fruitful,  for 
those  who  desire  the  new  Europe  to  be  better 
than  the  old. 

"One  of  the  most  marked  cfaauget  in  the 
position  of  the  Church  m  Europe  today  has 
ttmm  effected  by  a  modification,  in  g  great 
many  countries,  of  the  relation  of  Churcli  and 
State.  This  has  been  caused,  on  the  one  hand, 
by  the  downfall  of  the  three  governments  in 
which  the  closest  jjossible  affiliation  of  Church 
agd  State  has  been  a  long-established  tra- 
dition. 

"These  countries  are  Rnssia,  Austro-Hun- 
i  gary.  and  Germany.   It  matters  little  thst  in 


Cbmbat8  Darwin's  Theory 

A  declaration  that  Darwin's  theory  of  evo- 
lution is  wrong  comes  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  J. 
Enander,  a  Swedish  country  minister,  more 
^  famous  as  a  botanist,  who  has  just  returned  to 
his  congregation  and  an  orchard  of  at  least  a 
thousand  varieties  of  willows  and  willow 
hvbrids,  after  a  botanical  tour  through  the 
United  Stated  and  Cajiada. 

"The  cross-breeding  of  plants  is  as  fasci- 
nating to  a  botanist  as  the  cross-breeding  of 
races  to  a  biologist,"  says  Dr.  Enander. 
"Cross-breeds  usually  occur  when  the  willows 
go  northward,  or  to  higher  altitudes  in  moun- 
tainous, countries.  The  female  willow  is  a 
more  hardy  an^  aggressive  pk>necr  than  the 
male,  but  conttQUes  tffjng  .ftftilized  by  the 
male  as  long  as'  He  Is  SSlt  m  loBOw.  When 
the  male  plant  finds  the  itilgration  too  hard 
and  gives  up,  the  female  willow  acceptf  fer* 
tilizafion  from  some  male  of  a  kindred  species, 
and  thus  cross-breeds  arise. "  Dr.  Enande^ 
added  ,that  there  were  more  than  seventy  var- 
ieties of  sallows,  or  willows,  and  many  thofl- 
sands  of  cross-brCeds. 

The  United  States  customs  officers  pre- 
vented the  Swedish  botanist  from  taking  in 
live  botanical  specimens  which  he  wanted  to 
show  to  American  scientists.  This  was  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  law  designed  to  prevent 
spreading  of  plant  diseases,  ur.  Enander  now 
intends  to  prevail  upon  the  Swedish  Govern- 
ment to  inspect  plants  which  it  is  desired  to 
export,  and  to  give  pledges  to  the  Unityd 
^tstes  sutboritife  thM  iSit$y  are  frtf  lro«i 
diseases. 

Married  Women  as 
Teachers 
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*rhe  fight  against  maflM'Womett  acting 
as  school  teachers  in  the  f»«Mie  sdiools  of 
England,  which  has  been  gbHlg'ofi  for  some 
time,  reached  a  climax  when  sixty-f<.ur  mar- 
rie<l  women  teachers  were  discharged  from 
their  duties  in  one  of  the  London  suburbs. 

During  thk  war  married  women  w^tC-f 
practically  the  onlv  persons  available  for 
teaching,  and  smct  then  they  have  kept  their  ••' 
jobs  despite  the  efforts  of  many  veterans'  asso- 
ciation! to  have  them  expelled  in  order  to 
allow  ex-service  men  and  nurses  to  resume 
their  poeitions.  . 

An  attempt  was  made  recently  to  exclude^ 
married  women  from  teaching  in  the  schoolsi  *' 
of  Middlesex  County,  but  they  were  able  ttfstn 
take  the  case  to  Chancery  Court,  asking  for  ansdi 
injunction  against  the  school  suthorities.

tflK  ia  the  oyater.  The  edible  oyster  ia  ind  • 
T  '  iK  fl  1  a  female,  then  <|uickly  becomrs  a 
luaic  M^aiu.  l^rubabJy  this  alternation  goes  on 
iaddmitely  unleaa  it  is  interrupted  by  tht 
MOiUiatc  of  edible  oysters.  The  rate  of  change, 
moreover,  depends  tu  a  considerable  extent  on 
tensperature. 

Many  hermaphrodite  animals,  that  is,  the 
creatures  in  which  a  single  individual  houses 
the  ^organs  of  both  sexes,  are  incapable 
of  self-Tertilization,  the  male  and  female  or- 
gans b«ing  active  at  diflferent  times.  Some 
clo^  alfies  of  the  oyster  haw  Mpante  male 
and  female  genital  glands;  in  others  different 
parts  of  the  same  gland  produce  eggs  and  male 
cells,  and  there  is  a  separate  exit  for  the  two 
•ets  of  produtts.  The  oyster  either  has  never 
poasessed,  or  more  probably  has  discarded,  all 
the  trai>pings  of  sex.  There  la  a  single  genital 
gland,  and  a  single  duct.  At  one  time  male 
cells  are  produced  and  discharged  into  the  sea- 
■water  in  clouds.  At  another  time  egg-cella  are 
produced,  and  are  fertilized  by  male  cells 
dtaawn  in  from  the  sttrrounding  water.  The 
egfs  begin  their  development  before  they  are 
extruded,  but  almost  immediately  after  leaving 
the  sexual  aperture  find  their  way  to  the  gills, 
to  which  they  become  fattened  by  a  white  se- 
cretion- At  the  end  of  a  fortnight  the  mass  of 
davdor>int;  eggs,  known  as  "white  spat," 
darkens  from  the  presence  of  pigment  in  the 
dtrtloping  embryos.  At  this  stage  the  em- 
brjNM'pais  out  into  the  open  tea,  where  they 
i^m  their  short  life  as  free  awimming  larvae 
b«tsre  fettling  down  oo  the  bottom  aa  bab/ 
oyiMra. 

Chaagea  of  liii 

There  is  no  difference  in  the  external  ap- 
pearance of  the  oyster  in  its  male  and  female 
phases,  although,  if  the  shellfisb  be  opened, 
microscopical  examination  of  fhe  sexuel  gland 
shows  the  difference  between  the  minute  mo- 
bile sperm  cells  and  the  large  inactive  egg 
cells.  The  diflcrifRinatkni  can  also  be  made  by 
examining  the  spawn  iwhen  it  is  liberated. 
Observers  have  also  succeeded  in  boring  a 
email  hole  through  the  shell  (which  is  sealed 
up  naturally  very  quickly)  and  tal(iag  a  aan* 
pie  of  the  contents  of  the  gland. 

When  it  is  sexually  mature  for  the  first 
time  the  oyster  is  male.  Next,  after  a  varying 
period,  it  becomes  a  female,  and  very  soon 
after  the  discharge  of  the  embryos  it  again 
begins  to  liberate  male  cel]^.  Dr.  Orton  has 
dcKribed  how  one  individual  oyster  settled 
down  from  its  larval  life  some  time  after  June 
9,  1921 ;  it  became  sexually  mature  and 
spawned  as  a  male  in  that  year.  On  July  3  of 
tnis  year  the  same  individual  had  spawned  as 
a  female,  and  was  carrying  thousands  of 
young;  but  by  July  18  it  was  again  sexually 
mature  and  ready  to  spawn  as  a  male.  The 
last  observation  was  made  by  the  method  of 
shell-boring  and  tapping,  operations  from 
which  the  subject  recovered,  ur.  Orton  hopes 
to  follow  the  further  history  of  this  individual, 
^idi  has  been  proved  to  have  had  three  ex- 
fMrteilbee  of  sex  within  one  year.  The  se- 
4«en<^  hat  been  established  by  many  other  ob- 
acrvations  made  both  by  Dr.  Orton  himself 
and  by  Dr.  Sparc  k. 

^      The  Effect  of  Temperature 

The  very  rapid  chanp^e  from  female  to  male 
is  most  surprising,  and  is  an  experimental  con- 
firmation of  a  statement  made  long  ago  by 
Mobius,  who  said  that  in  European  oysters  a 
specimen  directly  after  breeding  produced 
male  oells.  Dr.  Sparck  has  also  come  to  the 
conclusion,  from  his  own  observatioMp  that  it 
is  independent  of  temperature. 

On  the  other  hand  the  Danish  observer 
thinks  that  temperature  has  a  marked  effect 
on  the  reproduction  of  the  oyster.  The  age  at 
which  breeding  begins  has  been  much  disput- 
ed, and  he  attributes  the  difference  of  opinion 
to  the  observations  having  been  made  in  dif- 
ferent regions.  Those  wM  got  their  material 
from  Southern  France  have  maintained  that 
breeding  took  place  at  an  early  age ;  students 
of  the  oysters  of  Northern  Burope  have  found 
breeding  oysters  to  be  older.  Dr.  Orton  cor- 
relates the  rapid  changes  of  the  oysters  he 
atttdied  with  the  unusual  temperature  of  Brit- 
ish seas  in  1921.  Dr.  Sparck  has  investigated 
several  thousand  oysters  in  the  relatively  cold 
water  of  lha  Lhnfjord  in  North  Denmarfc,  and 
hea  never  found  a  female  less  than  three  years 
oM,  or  a  male  breeding  in  the  year  in  which  it 
aetthnlt 

The  duration  of  the  male  stage  depends  on 
tenperature,  so  that  the  colder  it  is  the  longer 
it  lasts.  In  the  region  he  has  investigated,  the 
male  stage  lasts  from  three  to  four  years,  and 
the  female  stage  is  a  brief  incident  lasting  only 
a  few  weeks.  Thus  oysters  of  these  northern 
waters  can  produce  v.iung  onlv  every  third  or 
fourth  year,  and  therefore  probably  only  thiee 
or  four  times  in  their  whole  life. 


Talc  and  Soapstone  in  Canada 

A  report  just  published  by  the  Mines 
Branch.  Department  of  Mines,  under  the  above 
title,  deals  with  the  talc  and  soapstone  re- 
sources of  Canada.  The  author  is  Hugh  S 
i^pence.  and  the  report  comprises  80  pages  of 
text,  17  illustrations  and  a  map  showing  the 
distribution  of  the  known  talc  and  soapstone 
occurrences  in  the  Eastern  Townehipe  of 
Qnebec. 

The  report  contains  four  chapters:  Chap- 
ter 1  including  tables  of  analyses  of  talcs  and 
soap«tones,  notes  on  the  distribution  of  the 
Canadian  deposits,  and  a  statistical  section. 
Chapter  2  is  devoted  to  detailed  descriptions 
of  Canadian  tair  and  soapstone  mines  and 
ooeurrencea;  while  chapter  3  deals  with  the 
■ilnhig  and  preparation  for  the  marliet 
taIr  *n  !  ' ^nee.

Qurhci  tin  loubtedly  posses^os  import- 
ant talc  deposits,  moat  of  them  yielding  an 
off-color  grade  of  grotfnd  talc,  which,  however,

j>aper,  routing  and  Joundry  trades.  A  siunlar 
grade  of  talc  is  produced'  at  several  localities 
in  British  Columbia,  and  there  i.s.  also,  in  tliis 
iVuviiice,  a  deposit  of  cream  colored  stcatiic, 
or  massive  talc,  that  shows  some  promise,  and 
that  may,  with  the  improved  tranisportation 
facilities  afforded  by  the  Castle-Windcriucie 
highway,  prove  capAhle  of  development. 

The  principal  talc  mines  of  the  Dominion 
lie  in  the  vicinity  of  Madoc,  north  of  Belle- 
ville, in  Hastings  County,  Ontarto.  The  Gil- 
lespie mill  at  Madoc  station  has  been  in  opera 
tion  for  the  past  sixteen  years,  and  produces 
a  superfine,  white  talc  that  is  much  in  demand 
by  the  talcum  powdf  V,  j>aper,  soap  and 

rubber  trades.  Two  oilier  mills  in  the  same 
district  have  been  in  intermittent  operation 
for  the  past  ten  years. 

According  to  the  statistics  of  production 
given  on  page  13,  the  production  of  talc  in 
Canada  in  19^  amounted  to  21,000  tons,  valu- 
ed at  $167,000,  virtually  the  whole  of  this 
quantity  was  derived  from  tlie  Madoc  area,

Long  Distance  Telephony  in  Europe 

At  the  present  moment  a  telephone  sub- 
scriber in  New  York  can  get  connection  with 
a  subscriber  in  San  Francisco  and  carry  on 
satisfactorv  conversation.  The  maignitude  of 
the  technKral  achievement  which  tnis  possi- 
bility represents  cannot  better  be  illustrated 
than  by  mentioning  the  fact  that  New  York 
•is  about  the  same  distance  from  San  Francisco 
that  London  is  from  Bagdad.  It  is  hardly 
necessary  to  say  tiiat  a  L>ondon  subscriber  can- 
not ring  up  Bagdad,  >  The  ramarhable  long- 
distance telephone  system  which  has  been 
built  up  in  North  Amenca  has  no  counterpart 
in  EitlOpe,  ahhotigh  with  the  denser  popula- 
tion on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  it  might  be 
supposed  that  conditions  for  such  a  develop- 
ment wofdd  be  sMt*  4aiNii«ble  hem. 

An  obvious '  explanation  of  the  relative 
backwardness  of  long-distance  telephony  in 
Europe  is  furnished  by  the  language  difficulty, 
and  although  the  distance  between  BnisseU 
and  Athens  is  about  the  same  as  that  between 
Chicago,  and  Salt  Lake  City,  between  which 
placee  ealli  cin  be  fhadeiit  any  time,  it  may 
be  questioned  whether  potential  demand  for 
similar'  facilities  exists  either  in  Athens  or 
Bnisaele.  Tt4t  thia  explanation  is,  however, 
not  uniformly  accepted  is  illustrated  by  Mr. 
Frank  QiU's  reference  to  it  in  his  presidential 
address  to  the  Institution  of  Electrical  En- 
gineers, which  wa.H  delivered  on  the  2nd  inst. 
Mr.  Gill  stated  "that  the  opinion  of  some  of 
those  well  qualified  to  judge  is  that  the  differ- 
ence in  language  and  customs  do  not,  as  they 
would  at  first  sight  appear  to  do,  constitute  a 
serious  bar  to  intemattonal  eonmivnlcation  by 
telephone,  and  there  are  weighty  reasons  .such 
as  the  present  necessity  of  improving  the  rela- 
tionship- between  nations,  in  addition  to  the 
normal  commercial  advantages,  which  render 
it  safe  to  forecast  autficient  through  business 
to  warrant  the  setting-up  of  a  competent  or- 
ganization with  the  plant  necessary  to  handle 
the  traffic."   It  is  not  necessary,  however,  to 

Eursue  the  question  of  the  w^^t  which  the 
mguage  difficulty  would  ultimately  prove  to 
have  on  the  development  of  long-distance  tele- 
phony in  Europe  as  it  is  certain  that  there  is 
at  least  room  for  considerable  better  facilities 
than  now  exist.  The  ultimate  development  is 
sufficiently  remote  for  its  further  dtacnaaion 
to  be  postponed.  This  is  further  the  case,  as 
it  is  likely  that  the  langtuige  question  has  little 
to  do  directly «with  the  present  state  of  affairs. 
The  European  long-distance  telephone  posi- 
tion has  developed,  or  rather  has  failed  to  de- 
velop, much 'more  in  terms  of  the  fact  that  it 
embraces  some  40  independent  telephone  ad- 
ministrations than  in  virtue  of  any  conditions 
imposed  by  kogoage  differencce^ — Engineer- 
ing* Loadoo. 

Early  Uaa  of  Copper 

The  History  of  Bronae  Pounding  was  the 

subject  chosen  by  Professor  Cecil  H.  Desch 
when  delivering  his  ituugural  address  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Sheffield  section  of  the  Institute 
of  Metals,  on  November  10  Ry  way  of  pre- 
face, the  lecturer  said  tlhit  although  the  meet- 
ings 6f  the  Institute  were  usually  devoted  to 
the  consideration  of  modem  developments  in 
all  branches  of  the  non-ferrous  industry,  he 
thought  that  it  was  edotttimes  interesting  and 
instructive  ts>  lof>k  back  and  study  the  metal- 
lurgy of  the  ancients.  Bronze-foundine  repre- 
aented  the  most  ancient  but  one  of  all  metal- 
lurgical industries,  and  some  of  the  nMthoda 
at  present  in  use  were  centuries  old. 

Gold  was  the  first  metal  known,  this  being 
due  to  the  fact  that  it  existed  in  nature,  in  the 
beds  of  streams  and  elsewhere,  as  the  metal 
itself.  Prehistoric  man  found  that  these  bright 
yellow  particles,  which  werif  ao  nnltke  the  sur- 
rounding earth  and  pebbles,  were  soft  and 
could  be  easily  worked.  Ornaments  were 
made  frooi  g(^,  bat  H  was  naeleaa  for  any 
other  purpose.  Copper,  the  second  oldest 
metal,  was  known  centuries  before  the  Chris- 
tian era,  and  the  metallurgy  of  copper  and 
bronze  had  reached  a  high  degree  of  perfec- 
tion long  before  the  advent  of  iron.  Thia  was 
due  to  tne  fact  that  the  caihonate  or  oxMe  ores 

of  copper  (malachite,  for  rxample)  wrrr  easily 
tcduced,  by  means  of  charcoal  in  an  open  fire, 
'nw  diacorvery  of  copper  emelting  waa  ob- 
viously accidental ;  some  lumpis  of  copper  ore, 
in  placea,  found  close  to  the  earth's  surface, 
were  no  doubt  need  for  buiMing  up  a  cooking' 
fire.  The  glowing  charcoal  present  reduced 
some  of  the  metallic  oxide,  with  the  result 
that  a  maas  of  copper  was  subsequently  found 
among  the  ashes,  rrobahly  some  time  elapaed 
before  the  mystery  was  explained,  and  when 
it  waa  found  the  metal  waa  only  obuined 
where  a  crrt;iin  1  nd  of  "rock"  was  used, 
smelting  operations  began  in  earnest.  Man 
aoon  feeiwl  that  the  best  wav  of  manufactur- 
ing implements  was  by  castsag,  and  the  first 
moulds  used  were  open,  and  usoally  consisted 
of  slabs  of  slate  or  other  soft  matertaf  hollowed 
out  to  the  required  shape.  The  early  metal- 
lurgists copied  their  stone  ami  flint  m  m 'la- 
ments, but  as  their  skill  became  grcitn  mi 
their  pattema  were  improved  and,  towaria  the

The  use  of  jack  pine  for  railway  ties  has 
for  several  ^ears  been  the  subject  of  research 
by  the  specialists  in  wood  preservation  at  the 
laboratories  who  'have  experimented  with 
methods  for  its  preservative  treatment  and 
have  watched  its  behavior  in  the  track.  The 
reaidta  of  these  investigations  show  that  jack 
pine  is  the  best  wood  for  railway  ties  in 
Eastern  Canada.  Its  inechauical  strength  is 
high,  it  seasons  rapidly,  it  ia  easily  penetrated 
by  creosote  oil  and  other  preservatives  and, 
not  being  greatly  valued  for  other  purposes  at 
present,  it  is  available  in  considerable  quanti- 
ties. 

But  it  may  be  doubted  whether  the  growth 
of  this  useful  tree  can  keep  pace  with  the 
forces  which  tend  to  its  destruction  and  the 
tie  situation  may  become  acute  in  the  not 
distant  future.  Railways  cannot  be  operated 
without  ties,  ef  which  nearly  three  thousand 
are  required  for  every  mile  of  track.  Most  of 
the  ties  now  in  Canadian  tracks  have  received 
no  preservative  treatment  and  mnet  be  re- 
newed within  a  few  years. 

The  growth  and  maintenance  of  railways 
are  of  such  vital  importance  to  Canada  that 
not  only  the  railway  official  but  every  Cana- 
dian has  an  interest  in  this  matter  and  should 
insist  that  adequate  measures  be  taken  now 
to  ensure  the  perpetuation  of  the  supply  of 
jack  pine. 

Radium  in  Golf  BaUs 

Producers  of  radium  will  be  interested  to 
learn  that     new  application  has  been  found 

for  their  product.  In  a  recent  advertisement 
the  public  is  informed  that  a  golf  ball  with 
amaxing  proclivities  is  now  for  sale.  When 
hit,  we  are  told,  "the  radium  .salts  in  the  plas- 
tic centre  start  a  wave  of  momentum  which 
gives  it  a  gtaas  raeiKency.  The  ball  literally  is 
alive,  and  the  released  energy  actually  fights 
to  -free  itself.  Hard  hit — it  races  yards  far-

4^-11  Oe  Toimel  Completed  hi  Italy 

Development  of  the  iron  deposits  at  Cogne, 
in  the  Val  d'.Aosta  in  Italy,  by  the  Anslado 
company  is  well  under  way,  according  to  a  re- 
port in  The  Engineering  and  Mining  Journal- 
Press  of  New  York.  This  was  one  of  the  great 
undertakings  begun  by  Italy  under  the  pres- 
sure of  war  necessities.  The  principal  prob- 
lem in  this  enterprise  was  that  of  transporting 
the  ore  to  Aosta,  where  electric  furnaces  were 
erected.  This  was  solved  by  driving  a  tunnel 
through  the  intervening;  mountain.  This  tun- 
nel, which  has  a  length  of  4^  miles,  has  just 
been  completed.  Tm  magnitude  of  the  work 
involved  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  six 
years  have  been  required  for  its  construction. 
The  iron  deposits  in  question  are  esthitatcMl  at 
not  less  than  10.000,000  tons,  and  the  mineral 
is  said  to  be  from  62  to  65  per  cent  pure  mag- 
netite, atmilar  to  the  Swediah  depoeita.  which 
yield  a  metal  that  is  specially  malleable 


Electric  Power  in  Canada 
-  In  her  almost  unlimited  water-power  re- 
sources Canada  possessea  an  asset  which,  in 
conjunction  with  her  mineral  wealth,  assures 
an  Industrial  future  of  almost  boundless  possi- 
bilities. As  in  Great  Britain  the  economic  and 
social  evolution  of  the  nation  has  been  influ- 
enced by  the  possession  of  large  supplies  of 
easily  accessible  coal,  so  in  Canada  will  the 
industrial  and  domestic  life  of  the  people  be 
influenced  by  the  presence  of  inexhaustible 
and  easily  developed  water  power.  Fortunate- 
ly the  Canadian  authorities  are  fully  alive  to 
the  importance  of  cheap  power  for  industrial 
and  domestic  purpoaes,  and  have  adopted  a 
policy  which  is  rharacteriaed  by  a  high  degree 
of  thoroughness  ami  foresight.  The  control 
of  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  developnsent  of 
water  power  is  vested  in  the  Water  Power 
Branch  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  the 
functions  of  this  body  being  both  administra- 
tive and  inveat^tory  and  embracing  a  wide 
range  of  activity.  That  the  policy  of  the 
Water  Power  Branch  is  dominated  by  progres- 
sive ideas  is  amply  demonstrated  by  the  pro- 
gress that  has  been  made  in  the  utilization  of 
water  power  dnrii^  the  past  decade,  and  by 
the  low  rates  at  which  such  power  is  delivered 
to  the  consumer.  The  latter  consideration  has 
resittlted  on  the  one  hand  in  the  rapid  industrial 
expension  of  those  districts  in  which  hydro- 
electric power  is  available,  and  on  the  other 
in  the  employment  of  current  for  domestic  puw 
poses  on  a  scale  that  is  hardly  dreamt  of  in 
this  country.  Electric  cookers  and  radiators, 
irons,  vacuum  cleaners,  and  othrr'similar  ap- 
pliances are  now  looked  upon  as  essential 
household  utensils  in  many  parts  of  Canada; 
farm  and  difry  machinery  is  operated  by 
hydro  rle(  trie  [w)\ver,  and  in  the  factoi  ies  a 
Wii|eh  and  a  series  r.f  motors  take  the  place  of 
thQ  sMU  stesm  general mg  plsnts  or  oil  and 
eas  engines  common  in  thia  country.  The 
British  manufacturer  who  it  feaerating  his 
own  power  and  whose  opeiathWM  may  be  held 
up  at  any  moment  by  tIM  lack  of  fiMel  conse- 
qoent  on  a  atrike  of  miners  or  transport 
workers,  will  readily  ^preciate  the  advan- 
tages of  a  clean,  reliable  and  constantly  avail- 
aide  supply  of  energy  at  an  average  delivered 
cost  dC  aomething  under  £6  per  continuous 
hofie-jfower  per  yeari  Kngiitetring

b  «.  !>  RON  ROSEN,  who  met  hia  death 
last  year  as  a  result  of  a  motor  car 
accident,  was,  in  fact,  a  tragic 
victim  of  the  Ifoloch  of  war."  says  The  Daily 
Tele;.,'rap!i  rrx  icw  of  Baron  Rosen's  "l*(jrty 
\  cars  of  Diplomacy."  "For  half  a  century  he 
served  his  native  Russia  widi  whole-hearted 
devotion,  and  in  his  declining  years  he  found 
hunself  a  fugitive  from  his  beloved  country, 
witnessing  from  afar  the  destruction,  of  all  he 
had  lived  and  worked  for  and  the  triumph  of 
those  very  policies  whose  inwardne&s  he  had 
long  perceived  and  against  which  he  had 
valiantly  striven  vs  ith  voice  and  pen. 

"Though  Baron  Rosen  was  accredited  dur- 
ing long  diplomatic  career  to  courts  other 
than  that  of  St.  James,  he  was  a  frequent 
visitor  to  our  khores,  and  enjoyed  the 
ac(^uaintance,  if  not  the  friendship,  of  many 
eminent  Englishmen.  His  admiration  for  the 
English-speaking  peoples  was  profound,  and 
he  desired  above  all  things  to  mterpret  Rus- 
sia, the  spirit  of  Russia  and  the  mentality  of 
Russia,  to  those  whom  he  regarded  as  the 
trustees  of  the  world's  peace  and  enlighten- 
ment. 

"To  most  Englishmen  and  Americans 
Russia  is  an  unkiKiwn  land,  and  even  when 
war  directed  public  attention  to  the  great  em- 
pire there  remained  a  degrcf  of  i^^norance,, 
even  among  statesmen,  that  led  to  serioiia.  nis- 
ealculatioo. 

Revolution  Inevitable 

"Baron  Rosen  details  the  grounds  for  his 
belief  in  Russia's  incapacity  to  take  part  suc- 
cessfully in  the  war,  and  claims  that  when  the 
issue  of  war  and  no  war  still  hung  in  the 
balance  be  was  profodndly  oottvinoed  that 
what  was  really  at  stake  was  the  very  exis- 
tence of  the  empire.  'Our  participation  in  a 
war  on  the  scale  of  general  European  war  was 
bound  to  create  conditions  which  could  not 
fail  to  open  the  flood-gates  to  the  rising  tide 
of  revolutiort/     >  '  - 

"He  returns  to  this  belief  later,  when  be 
relates  his  efforts  to  commend  attempts  to 
open  general  peace  negotiations,  and  in  a  most 
illuminating  chapter,  wherein  he  relates  his 
own  unofTicial  impressions  of  the  revolution 
and  the  causes  which  led  up  to  it.  Thus  to- 
wards the  end  of  the  second  volume  he  writes: ' 

"  ''i'he  coming  of  a  revolution  in  Russia  was 
a  matter  of  certainty;  its  coming  was  not  de- 
pendent on  the  issue  of  the  war,  whether  vic- 
torious or  otherwise — indeed,  it  would  not 
wait  for  such  au  issue  to  be  decided  one  way 
or  the  other,  since  it  would  primarily  be  a 
revolution  against  the  war  itself.' 

"In  an  earlier  chapter,  however.  Baron 
Rosen  gives  another  reason  why  war  for  Rus- 
sia«  whatever  its  cause  or  outcome,  meant  the 
certain  advent  of  revolution  The  lesson  of 
the  Japanese  war  had  never  been  forgotten. 
The  revolutionary  parties  attributed  the 
failure  of  the  revolution  of  1905  to  the  fact 
that  not  only  the  guards,  but  a  sufficiently 
large  part  of  the  army  remained  faithful  to 
their  oath.  So  propaganda  was  directed  with 
redoubled  energy  to  the  troops,  and  principal- 
ly to  the  niHionaof  peasantry  who,  as  soldiers 
of  the  reserve,  would  be  mobilized  in  case  of 
war.  The.  arming  of  these  masses  was  the 
arming  of  an  ignorant  horde  inflamed  by  the 
promises  of  the  revolutionary  programme. 

"Of  such  material  was  the  famous  'steam 
roller'  composed.  Foreign  statesmen  might  be 
forgiven  for  ignorance  A  the  real  condioon  tA 
Russia  in  1914. 

"  'But  what  seemed  difficult  to  understand 
was  how  it  could  have  been  possible  that  there 
should  be  found 'thinking  Russians  so  blind  to 
the  lealhy  of  things  as  to  entertain  any  illu- 
sion whatever  in  this  regard.' 

Japan's  Emergence 

"Baron  Rosen  has  a  good  deal  to  say  of 
Japan,  for  he  was  Ambassador  at  Tolcio.  He 

conducted  negotiations  up  to  outbreak  of  war, 
and  on  its  conclusion  acted  with  Count  Witte 
as  plenipotentiary  at  the  Treaty  of  Ports- 
mouth, fie  accounts  for  the  surprising  growth 
of  the  Japanese  Empire  as  a  world  power  by 
theUact  that  Japan  is  the  only  great  country 
in  the  world  whose  population  is  almost  en- 
tirely homogeneous.  Its  ancient  culture, 
moreover,  ehabl«l  It  to  asslmifale  the  con- 
quests of  Western  civilization  with  com- 
parative ease.  There  is,  however,  a  fnrtiier' 
reason  which  Baron  Roaen  thtfa  statea  with 
the  knowledge  that  he  la  capwaahlg  ati  un- 
popular opinion: 

"  'The  Japanese  Government  from  its  be- 
ginning'has  Deen.  and  is  to  this  hour,  practic- 
ally an  oligarchy;  that  is  to  say,  the  rule  of 
a  limited  group  of  very  capable  statesmen, 
who  have  oeen  able  to  fill  the  vacancies  that 
have  necessarily  f)rcurred  from  time  to  time 
in  their  number  by  a  system  of  what  may  be 
called  co^opitati6n,  qflite  iddepehdent  of  any 
consideration  of  party.' 

"That  extract  ia  explanation  <>nough  o( 
Baron  Rosen's  defence  of  the  principle  of  the 
Russian  bureaucracy  and  his  insistence  that 
its  disastrous  end  was  due  to  the  poor  quality 
and  capacity  of  its  personnel.  He  was  far. 
from  being  an  opponent  of  constitutional  gov- 
ernment, but  he  perceived  that  conditions 
analogous  to  those  of  Britain  or  America 
could  not  be  imposed  ready-made  on  a  nation 
bred  for  centuries  under  autocratic  govern- 
ment. He  was  impressed  by  the  practical 
working  of  the  conatitutional  go«emment  in 
Japan,  because  he  saw  that  the  'elder  states- 
men' lost  little  influcme  and  ultimately  de- 
cided all  momentous  affairs  of  state.  In  this 
connection  it  is  worth  noticing  that  Ito.  who 
entered  Japanese  politics  as  Mr.  Ito  and 
emerged  as  Prince  Ito,  is  ranked  unquestion- 
ingly  by  Baron  P'>sen  with  the  grsatcat  con- 
structive R»afe«rnen  «>f  htstf>rr.- 

King  George  oi  Greece 
"As  Ambassador  at  Afhenn.  Baron  Rosen 

and  one  (}l  the  few  aac«.uotc»  in  UilM  volumes 
relates  to  him:  * 

"  One  day  after  a  lunch  on  hoard  our  flag- 
ship the  King,  jxdntlng  out  '  ■* 

Krt  of  the  town,  said  that  .ii'  >  i  <  i'.^ii  of 
raens,  which  was  now  worth  millions,  bad 


been  nothing  but  a  dreary  waste  when  he  tir»t 
arrived  in  his  kingdom,  and  that  he  cooM  have 
-bought  it  up  for  a  few  thousand  drachmaae. 
To  my  rather  indiscreet  inquiry  why  he  had 
not  jumped  at  such  a  rare  ^»ecnlattoa,  he 
laughiuFlv  replied:  "To  begin  with,  f  4»*<l"'t 
the  cash;^  and  added  in  a  serious  tone:  "To 
tdH  you  the  truth,  I  did  not  know  how  long 
I  was  going  t(.  stay  in  Greece."  Then  he  w  cut 
on  to  tell  me,  how.  as  a  mere  boy  of  sixteen 
r  seventeen,  having  been  elected  to  the  throne 
of  Greece  after  the  expulsion  of  King  Otto, 
he  had  arrived  in  his  new  kingdom  among  total 
strangers  whose  very  language  he  diJ  not  un» 
i,_..„.,^  with  nobody  of  his  own  pcplc  to 
counsel  and  support  him.  and  had  spent  his 
first  niglit  in  the  Ro^-al  Palace,  which  he  found 
bare  of  every  vestige  of  furniture,  except  a 
camn  bed  and  a  camp  chair,  on  which  he 
'^laced  his  watch  and  his  revolver,  in  the  great 
throne-room.' " 


Punch  and  His  Contributors 


IN  Sir  Henry  Lucy's  reminiscences  of  Prank 
Bumand,  contribnled  to  The  Comhill 
Magazine,  there  are  glimpses  of  famous 
wits  and  writers,  revelations  of  the  methods 
of  Bumand  in  conducting  Punch  for  forty- 
four  years,  a  number  of  his  breezy  letters  and 
a  brief  record  of  a  friendship  of  more  than  a 
generation.  But  there  are  no  examples  of  the 
editor's  humor.  Sir  Henry  says  of  this  omis- 
sion :  "Burnand  was  at  his  best  at  the  weekly 
Punch  dinner,  where,  with  an  audience  few 
but  fit,  he  rolicked  his  way  throiigh  the  even- 
ing. I  have  often  regretted  that  I  never  made 
a  note  of  his  good  things.  I  suppose  that  they 
were  accepted  as  commonplaces,  with  the 
assurance  that  there  would  dc  plenty  more  at 
the  next  dinner." 

Lucy  became  contributor  and  gueat  in 
1881.  He  expected  a  "humble  repast  consist- 
ing of  a  joint  and  vegetables,  probably  waahed 
down  with  stout  or  bitter  beer."  It  proved  tO 
be  a  banquet  for  an  epicure.  But  that  was 
"long  ago,"  says  the  survivor.  The  host  v.  as 
William  Bradbury,  senior  partner  in  the  firm 
owning  Punch,  who  thought  that  nothing  was 
too  good  for  "my  boys.'^  At  8  o'clock  "the 
cloth  was  cleared,  coffee  brought  in,  cigars 
lit,  and  work  began."  The  cartoon  was  the 
great  aubject  of  discussion.  Suggestions  were 
welcome.  Punch  without  the  cartoon  would 
have  been  unthinkable,  Bumand  and  his  staff 
went  into  earnest  conference  over  it.  Theff 
was  always  an  interval  of  a  week  between 
plan  and  execution.  "To  look  ahead  a  full 
week,"  says  Sir  Henry,  "select  the  topic  which 
shall  then  be  chiefly  to  the  fore,  and  treat  it 
pictorially  in  accordance  with  the  relative  cir- 
cumstances of  the  hour,  is  no  easy  task."  Sel- 
dom was  there  a  mishap.  The  worst  occurred 
when  Punch  came  out  "with  a  spirited  picture 
of  Gordon  freeing  himself  from  peril  in  Khar- 
town."  Uc  was  actually  dead.  >-"' 
The  Famous  Table 
Thackeray  celebrated  the  Punch  dinner 
table  as  "the  mahogany  tree,"  says  The  New 
York  Times.  It  was  really  plain  deal  which 
yielded  to  the  knife  of  the  monogram  cutters. 
For  more  than  fifty  years  contribtttora  left 
their  marks  upon  it:  "They  bring  one  as  it 
were  into  actual  toucb  witli  men  famous  in 
art  and  literature.  Among  them  are  the  finely 
cut  monogram  of  Mark  Lemon,  the  first  editor; 
Percival  Leigh,  known  as  "The  Professor"; 
Thackeray,  a  carefully  thotight-out  elaborate 
design;  i^cech,  who  by  exception  dates  his 
first  work  (1864)  and  adds  his  cipher,  a  leech 
wrigglitig  in  a  decanter  of  water;  Horace 
Mayhew,  Tom  Taylor.  Shirley  Brooks  and 
Tcnniel,  whose  monograms  appeared  for  more 
than  a  generation  on  inimitable  cartoons. 
Among  other  relics  are  the  initials  of  Du 
Maurier,  Linley,  Sanibourne,  Arthur  and  Gil- 
bert a  Becket,  E.  J.  Milliken.  the  verse-maker; 
Harry  Kurniss.  Antsey-Guthrie,  K.  C".  Leh- 
mann,  i'artridgc  and  the  lamented  Phil  May. 
Thackeray  resigned  under  circumstances  that 
did  him  honor.  He  had  long  been  offended 
by  gibes  at  the  Prince  Consort  and  hostility 
to  Cord  Fahneraton. 

Vielettt  Antipethies 

But  worse  was  to  come.  Thackeray  had 
his  own  notions  about  French  politics.  One 
day  ^e  cartoon  made  hia  blooa  'Itoil."  He 
resigned  by  letter  to  the  owners,  because  the 
Emperor  was  ])icturcd  as  a  beggar  on  horse- 
back, "galloping  to  hell  with  a  sword  reeking 
with  blood. '  Bumand  was  the  loyalest  of 
friends,  and  naturally  his  antipathies  were 
violent  He  hated  Albert  Smith.  So  did 
others,  among  them  Douglas  Jerrf)l<l,  who  once 
wrote  of  Smith  that  "he  only  tells  two-thirds 
of  the  truth  in  writing  his  initiala."  A  feature 
which  Burnand  made  popular  was  a  page  of 
book  reviewing.  In  writing  to  Lucy  about  a 
novel  in  which  John  Oliver  Hotwea ,  intm- 
duced  Disraeli,  Burnand.  who  was  a  devout 
Catholic,  contradicted  a  story  in  the  lady's 
hocAc  that  Distaeli  was  .received  into  the 
Catholic  Church  on  his  death  bed  Burnand 
declared  that  a  priest  was  sent  for,  but  arrived 
loo  fait^. 

Mystery  of  Dismissal 

The  dismissal  of  Bnmand  had  been  more 
or  less  a  mystery.  In  |iistice  to  the  pro- 
prietors, his  friend  says  that  "Burnand  was 
largely  responsible  for  what  happened."  ffe 
had  become  an  institution,  and,  regarding 
hlMMff  as  indispensable,  "he  was  apt  to  re- 
ject cavalirrly  any  suggestion  coming  from 
^  the  firm."  The  worm  turned  at  last.  Burn- 
and was  inconsolable.  Lucy,  coming  to  cheer 
him  up,  found  the  veteran  ''ten  years  older  ia 
looks,  tears  streaming  down  his  cheeks."  He 
was  penniless.  In  receipt  of  a  large  income 
from  books  and  plays  in  addition  to  nis  sslary 
as  editor,  he  had  lived  Inxuriously,  saving 
nothing.  Somehow  Bumand  kept  the  wcrif 
from  the  door  for  eleven  years.  On  April  21. 
1917,  he  passed  away  painlessly,  after  a  long 
and  manr  me."

ALMOST  forty  years  ago  a  ?mall  party, 
consisting  of  a  sturvevor  and  myself  and 
two  other  men  fa  an  Indian  canoe,  went 
over  from  Vancouver  Island  to  Corter  Island, 
at  the  north  end  of  the  Gulf  of  Georgia,  to  do 
some  survey  woffc  there.  It  was  late  Sommer 
with  fine  weather,  and  clear  enough  to  see

the  edge  of  the  water,  where  of  course  It  was 
lost  to  them,  becaoae  the  tide  had  now  come 
up  over  it.  They  ran  to  and  fro  for  n  few 
minutes.  There  were  five  altogether.  Then 
again  all  of  a  sudc'en  one  of  them  fell  on  an- 
other and  almost  unmediately  the  other  ihree 
joined  in.  I  jumpc  1  and  got  my  cartnne  out 
of  the  tent  and  set  off  along  the  beach;  but 
aa  it  waTnot  much  use  to  shoot  at  oter  100 
yards  St  a  wriggling  animal  I  kept  on  till  I 
was  about  that  distance  from  them,  and  by 
that  time  they  had  seen  me  and  aet  off  for  the 
woods  one  behind  the  other.  Only  four  left 
the  beach.  I  fired  several  shata»  hut  I  was  out 
of  breath  and  rather  excited  aa  well,  and  I  did 
not  hit  any  of  them.  They  disappeared  and  I 


went  on  to  look  at  a  dark  shape  lying  flat  on 
the  edge  of  the  water.  Of  all  the  filthy,  ragged, 
bloody  things  I  ever  saw  in  my  life,  the  re- 
mains of  that  wolf,  which  apparently  the  others 
had  killed  out  of  spite,  thinking  it  had  deceived 
them ;  that  was  the  worst.  1  should  mention 
that  quite  a  breeze  had  all  the  time  been  blow- 
fag  from  where  it  happened  to  the  camp,  the 
usual  eveniiu^  wind  which  often  awoafNI  doini 
the  gulf  fa  Summer. 

lalanda  lofeated 
Cortez  Island  was  notorioua  Ipr  the  num- 
ber of  wolves  on  it  in  those  days,  and  Mary 
Island,  just  close  outside  it  and  only  separated 
by  a  narrow  channel  from  a  spit  on  Cortez. 
was  also  notorious  for  the  ntunber  of  pantliers 
on  it.  , 

The  woli«B  on  the  mainland  used  to  run 

the  deer  down  to  the  beach  and  the  deer  swam 
across  to  Cortez.  Ohe  Indian  told  mc  he  had 
speared  three  deer  one  day  awimming  across. 

Then  again  they  used  to  swim  across  to  Mary 
Island  when  the  wolves  got  after  them  on 
Cortea,  and  there  the  panthers  liv^d  and  got 
fat  on  them.  But  deer  were  very  plcotuul 
then.  There  had  not  been  a  deep  snow  for 
many  years.  When  the  deep  snow  came  in 
'93,  I  think  it  was,  hundreds  of  them  and 
dozens  of  elk  too,  were  killed  by  the  Indiana 
for  their  skfas. 


Party  GovernnUnt  in 
BrUish  Columbia 

AFTER  the  establishment  of  responsible 
government  in  British  Columbia,  and 
after  the  Province  entered  the  Con- 
federation pi  Canada  in  1871,  the  sessions  of 
the  Legiohiturs  continued,  as  in  Colonial  days, 
to  he  attended  by  representatives  from  the 
various  electoral  districts,  the  most  popular 
candidate  havfag  been  elected  by  his  constitu- 
ents of  the  district  without  regard  to  partr 
polities* 

TWa  form  of  government  prevailed  for 
thirty  years,  and  while  it  proved  itaelf  good, 
under  normal  conditions,  it  became  in  times 
of  atress  most  unsatisfactory  and  unstable. 
Govemmenta  were  retained  in  power  by  the 
persjpoal  foUowring  of  the  Premier  and  his 
mmisterB.  with  no  bond  of  party  affiliation. 
A  dismissed  mfaister  frequently  Joined  the 
Mpoeition  and  worked  and  voted  against 
former  colleagues  with  the  proverbial  zeal  of 
a  convert  to  a  new  cause,  zeal  which  was  per- 
haps the  greater  for  his  having  weighed  so 
carefully  and  well  the  personal  consideration 
of  the  very  probable  faea>of  hfa  fbllowtag  by 
auch  an  action. 

In  governments,  as  in  the  nmuffcmcnt  of 
businesses  or  households,  aoeeeea  een  he 
achieved  only  through  harmony  and  co-opera- 
tion. These  two  factors  were  often  sadly  lack- 
ing and  became  more  and  more  t%x^  fa  Britiah 
Columbia,  until  conditions  were  so  unsettled 
as  to  permit  of  five  government  in  five  years. 
This  sute  of  unrest  seriously  impeded  the 
progress  of  the  country,  upsetting  completely 
the  neceesarv  routine  and  gave  the  Province 
an  unenviable  reputation  abroad.  Inveatora 
feared  to  lose,  since  responsibility  was  so  con- 
stantly shifting  and  l^islatioo  being  made  and 
unmade  overnight  Clearly  ^onMtbfaf  had  to 
bf  done. 

.  Party  Government  Formed 
In  1903,  after  the  defeat  of  the  Prior  ad- 
ministration, Mr.  Richard  McBride,  leader  of 
the  opposition  and  also  president  of  the  Lib- 
eral-ConeenmtlTe  Association,  wal  called  upon 
to  form  a  government.  He  wrote  a  letter  to 
Mr.  Tatlow,  which  was  read  in  the  House  and 
in  wMch  the  new  Premier  set  forth  hia  viewa 
with  regard  to  the  establishment  of  party  gov- 
ernment in  British  Columbia,  at  the  same  time 
regretting  that  auch  a  measure  mnst  sepsmte 
him  from  many  of  his  colleagues  who  had 
worked  with  htm  in  the  opposition  and  whose 
friendship  he  valued. 

It  was  a  bold,  brave  stand,  and  the  only 
possible  course  of  action  that  could  have  drawn 
the  Province  out  of  the  state  of  chaos  into 
whirh  it  had  fallen.  So  accM«?tomed  had  the 
electors  of  the  Province  become  to  non-party 
government  that  the  McBride  administratfan 
was  elected  by  only  a  small  majority,  and  at 
one  time  during  its  history  it  was  retained  in 
power  •olely  through  the  jgrace  of  two  Bhefal* 
ist  votes.  Hut  public  opmion  rhanred,  at  It 
frequently  does,  so  that  in  the  electtou  of 
there  were  3S  Conaervativea  returned 
as  sgainst  two  Liberals  and  twn  f  -  . 
The  reign  of  party  government  Has  tirmiy 
eetahKshed,  and  fa  1912  the  ^  ' 
knighted  in  recognitfan  of  hia 
British  Columbia.

I  have  been  a  guest  at  a 
dinner  of  twentv-four,  at  which  every  man 
and  woman  spoke  English  fluently;  and  2 
have  lectured  and  preached  in  English  to 
audiences  wbo  looked,  at  any  rate,  as  if  they 
understood  what  I  was  saying.  Knglirii'  haa 
now  been  made  obUgatorr  at  thn  aatianat 
schools. 

"The  nation  seems  to  be  highly  edncala^ 
and  very  flourishing.    There  is  nothing  ap- 

rroaching  to  a  slum  in  any  Swediah  town  that 
have  seen,  and  the  sun,  which  haa  been 
blazing  all  day  and  every  day  since  I  came 
(without.  It  is  true,  emitting  a  particle  of  heat) 
docs  not  reveal  a  particle  of  dirt  anywhere. 
Holland  cannot  compare  With  Sweden  far  fas* 
nutcuUte  cleanliness. 

"I  have  visited  a  University  town,  fiad 
when  I  met  an  old  Professor  of  ninety-three 
with  his  books  under  his  arm,  on  his  way  to 
his  accustomed  seat  in  the  Library,  I  could 
have  fancied  my.sclf  at  Oxford. 

"Still  more  striking  waa  the  resemblance 
between  the  country  house  of  a  Swediah  noble- 
man and  the  houses  of  our  old  county  families. 

"I  was  put  into  the  haunted  room,  hung 
with  ancient  tapestry;  but  the  family  ghoet 
did  not  pay  me  a  visit.  The  house  contained 
a  fine  nortrait  gallery  and  Louis  XIV  furni- 
ture. In  no  other  country,  perhaps,  are  the 
manners  and  customs  of  English  country  life 
so  exactly  reproduced.  The  Swedish  aitfatoc- 
racv  have  hitherto  OMaped  the  ftfn  which  fa 
indicated  by  fifty  pages  of  hO«4iHU(l||t|P  ad- 
vertisements in  Country  Life. 

Lutheran  Church 
The  Lutheran  Church  in  Sweden  is  very 
much  natablished.  The  Archbishop  lives  in  • 
fine  palace,  and  receives  the  King  and  Queen 
when  thev  come  to  Upsala.  This  Prelate,  a 
scholar  of  world-wide  reputation  and  the  most 
courteous  of  hosts,  regrets  sometimes  the 
leisure  for  study  Vhichlie  enjoyed  aa  a  pfo- 
fessor,  but  he  holds  an  enviable  position  fa  the 
public  Ufe  of  his  country.  I  attended  'High 
Masa  on  Sunday  morning  at  ubaala,  and  a 
very  impressive  service  it  waa.  The  gorgeous- 
ness  of  the  copes  would  have  satisfied  the  wor« 
shippers  at  All  Sainta',  Margaret  Street,  but 
there  was  no  incense,  and  the  whole  aervice 
was  thoroughly  congregational. 

A  Tboni^  of  St.  PauTa  '  '  ; 
"The  moaic  conaiated  chiefly  ol  fbn  m  ahc 
fine  old  hymns,  sung  slowly  to  the  grand  Ger- 
man tunes.  The  whole  congregation  joined 
fa  the  singing,  in  perfect  time  and  la  mnakal 
tones,  not  bawling  as  they  do  in  Prussia.  The 
Dean,  a  aplendid-iooking  old  man.  preached 
for  twenty  minutes  in  a  black  gown. 

"The  most  striking  thing  was  the  size  of 
the  congregation.  Upsala  contains  only  2(^000 
inhabitatnts,  and  there  are  Ave  OT  afa  otfMT 
churches,  but  3,500  persons  were  parked  into 
the  cathedral,  many  standing  in  the  aisles  dur- 
ing the  whole  service. 

"I  thought  with  regret  of  St.  Paul's,  half 
empty  at  the  beginning  of  the  Stinday  mora* 
ing  service,  of  the  contfaual  distnrhance 
caused  by  people  entering  snd  leaving  the 
church  (at  Upsala  no  one  moved  till  the  end>.  * 
and  of  the  tenaic,  fa  which  the  congregatloR 
cannot  join. 

"The  Lutheran  service  seemed  to  me  ,-4 
happy  blend  of  Protemntlsm  and  CkthoUdstn 
— snothcr  point  of  resemblance  with  our  own 
country.  The  churches  at  Stockholm  hava 
one  little  device  whkh  might  he  copied  with 

advantage.  About  twrn'-  [  Tirp*!  un  !■  :  '  r 
pulpit  arc  'reserved  for  those  who  do  not  heat 
well,'  and  a  sort  of  telephone  H  attached 
each  pfaee  for  the  use  of  deaf 

The  Helpful  King 
"I  dined  with  a  former  Prime  Minister, 
evidently  a  man  of  greet  power  and  strength 
of  character.

If  adopted,  would  re- 
lieve the  ilty  from  Incurring  any  ex- 
pense for  collecting  the  tax,  which 
would  be  a  lien  on  the  property  In 
the  event  of  tho  tax  or  any  portion 
of  It  roaaflnlag  unpaid.  In  tho  caae 
of  oAoo  balldlaga  aad  athors  of  a 
like  nature,  only  tho  roona  ooaapled 
would  be  liable  for  the  tax,  and  the 
owner  would  be  required  when  pay- 
ing the  taxes,  to  file  a  list  of  the 
rooms  occupied  and  the  rent  of  each. 

Where  the  owner  uaes  tha  whole 
or  part  of  the  building,  or  with 
private  raaldencea,  tha  tax  would  be 
on  tho  rental  tho  aaaaa  would  pro- 
duce If  raatad  to  othar  paraooa.  Tha 
renUl  tax  tHa  h^ttaaa  ooavpiad  by  tha 
owners  would  not  be  more,  and  prob- 
ably leas,  than  the  direct  tax  on  Im- 
provements. 

The  rental  tax  has  been  In  force  In 
England  for  many  years,  and  haa 
been  proved  to  be  very  satisfactory, 
and  thora  la  no  raaaon  why  It  ahould 
not  bo  oquaUy  ao  horo.  Vacant  houaes 
and  rooma  would  not  bo  Uablo  for 
the  rental  tax  aa  land  as  thay  raataln 
unoccupied. 

Mayor  Marchant  Is  unfair  to  Mr.

Tha  green  depoalta  that 
gather  at  the  terminals  prodnoe  these 
reaulta.  TemUnalg  shoald  be  kept  ab- 
eoluUIy  eleaa;  they  ahould  be  greased 
frequeatly  aad  the  wires  aecured 
firmly.
